One  of 
difficult  to  acquire  but 
have  lived  in  China  for

After  four  years'  sojourn  in  the  Orient,  Paul  0.  Nyhus  arrived  last 
week  in  Washington,  having  returned  by  way  of  Europe.  The  cordiality  of 
his  feeling  for  the  people  of  China  is  reflected  in  the  warmth  with  which 
he  speaks  of  them.  They  are  kindly,  they  are  friendly,  indeed  distinctly 
likeable  in  many  qualities,  he  says,  and  he  ought  to  know,  for  he  traveled 
to  the  four  corners  of  China  and  he  found  this 
the  pleasing  things  about  China  is  the  language, 
"easy"  to  hear.  It  is  a  musical  language.  To 
several  years  is  a  unique  experience,  distinctly 
ing  from  Mr.  Nyhus 's  point  of  view. 

Shanghai,  where  Mr.  Nyhus  opened  an  office  for  the  Bureau  about  four 
years  ago,  has  for  several  years  been  experiencing  a  boom  in  real  estate. 
Chinese  trade  has  been  growing  visibly  over  a  much  longer  period  of  time 
and  this  city  is  becoming  increasingly  important  among  the  various  Chinese 
ports  as  a  trade  center, 

A  pioneer  in  China  in  the  woi'k  of  the  Bureau,  Mr.  Nyhus  has  found 
the  assistance  of  the  consuls  of  incalculable  value  in  making  contacts  and  in 
inaugurating  a  comprehensive  system  of  reports  for  the  Orient.  He  says  the 
consulates  in  the  Orient  occupy  a  very  important  place  in  our  work. 

Mr.  Nyhus  began  v/ith  only  a  desk  in  the  consulate  general  at  Shanghai. 
After  a  year-and-a-half  he  opened  a  separate  office  in  a  new  office  building 
and  acquired  an  American  stenographer  and  a  Chinese  assistant.  In  the  course 
of  the  last  four  years  he  has  made  basic  surveys  and  reports  covering  the 
market  in  China  for  various  agricultural  commodities  exported  from  America 
and  he  has  developed  monthly  cable  reports  on  the  wheat  and  flour  situation 
at  Shanghai  and  on  the  Chinese  cotton  situation;  periodical  reports  on  the 
cigarette  industry  and  the  demand  for  American  flue-cured  tobacco  in  China; 
frequent  reports  on  the  demand  for  American  fresh  fruit;  periodical  reports 
on  soy  beans  and  on  the  operation  of  egg  freezing  plants  and  the  condition 
of  the  market  for  egg  products.  In  addition  to  these  reports  based  on  his 
personal  investigations,  he  has  outlined  and  arranged  to  have  various  con- 
sulates furnish  special  monthly  cable  reports  on  the  peanut  market  at 
Tsingtao  and  on  the  wheat  and  flour,  the  wool,  and  the  walnut  markets  at 
Tientsin;  also  with  the  consulate  at  Kobe  to  furnish  a  monthly  cable  re- 
view of  the  cotton  market  in  Japan,  and  with  the  consulate  general  at  Tokio, 
a  monthly  cable  report  on  the  demand  for  foreign  wheat  in  Japan. 
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NEW  REPORT  ON  MOVEMENT  OF 

WHEAT  IS  RELEASED  TODAY. 


The  first  of  a  series  of  reports  on  the  movement  of  the  1931  wheat 
crop  is  being  released  today  by  the  Bureau.    Since  1929  the  demand  for 
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storage  space  for  wheat  at  terminal  markets  has  been  much  greater  than 
in  former  years.  This  has  been  brought  about  by  the  continued  fairly 
heavy  production,  necessitating  the  carry-over  of  large  quantities  of  vrheat 
from  one  crop  year  to  the  next,  by  decreased  wheat  exports,  and  by  the  ac- 
celerated movement  of  wheat  to  terminal  markets  resulting  from  improved 
methods  of  harvesting,  such  as  the  use  of  the  combine  harvester  and  the 
motor  truck.  Against  this  accelerated  movement  of  the  crop  to  the  ele- 
vators there  has  been  no  corresponding  increase  in  the  movement  of  wheat 
out  of  storage. 

The  principal  evil  of  congestion  in  terminal  markets  is  the  cash 
discount  made  to  farmers  during  the  heavy  marketing  period.  For  the  last 
two  years  Carlos  E.  Campbell  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical 
Research  has  been  making  preliminary  studies  of  the  capacity  of  elevators 
in  the  principal  terminal  markets  with  a  view  to  perfecting  a  report,  such 
as  is  going  out  today,  which  will  give  farmers  advance  information  as  to  the 
probable  dangers  of  congestion  at  terminal  elevators.  Mr.  Campbell  has  had 
the  cooperation  of  the  American  Railway  Association  in  his  studies. 

RADIO  MARKET  NEWS  ON  FREIGHT 
TRAIN  PROVES  PROFITABLE. 

W.  C.  Ten  Eyck,  in  charge  of  the  Telegraph  Section,  who  returned 
from  a  field  trip  last  week,  brought  back  an  interesting  story  of  effec- 
tive market  news  broadcasting. 

A  conductor  who  handles  livestock  freighted  over  the  Burlington 
road  has  in  his  caboose  a  radio,  over  which  he  receives  up-to-the  minute 
market  information.  He  listens  regularly  to  the  Bureau's  market  reports 
which  are  broadcast  from  Station  KM?,!J  pA  Clay  Center,  Nebr.  ,  under  a  co- 
operative arrangement  with  that  station.  Information  picked  up  recently 
in  this  way  proved  very  valuable  to  a  shipper  who  was  en  route  to  market 
with  ten  carl-^pds  of  fat  lambs.  Learning  that  the  price  per  100  pounds 
for  fat  lambs  was  $1.00  more  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  than  at  Omaha,  Nebr., 
the  shipper  diverted  the  shipment  from  the  latter  to  the  former  city, 
thereby  making  a  gain  of  approximately  $2,000  on  the  ten  carloads.

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CHART  SERVICE  CONTINUES 
STEADILY  TO, GROW. 

During  the  past  six  months  $1,828.95  has  been  turned  into  the  Trea- 
sury as  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of  charts  by  the  Bureau.  In  addition  to 
those  sold,  a  large  number  of  rotoprints  have  been  distributed  free  in 
various  Bureau  publications. 

The  most  recent  development  in  the  service  has  been  the  widening 
use  of  charts  by  vocational  agricultural  teachers.  Each  of  the  teachers 
in  the  State  of  Mississippi  has  purchased  a  v/all  chart  and  will  take  it 
to  his  State  meeting  in  August  where  he  will  be  prepared  to  discuss  the 
subject  covered  by  the  chart.  The  State  supervisor  suggested  a  differ- 
ent chart  for  each  teacher. 

At  recent  meetings  of  vocational  agricultural  teachers  of  Virginia 
and  North  Carolina,  which  were  attended  by  Mr.  Marquis,  the  interest  in 
charts  was  particularly  keen.  A  point  of  particular  importance  to  the 
Bureau  staff  v;as  brought  out  at  both  meetings,  namely,  that  with  every 
chart  distributed,  a  short,  clear  statement  of  what  data  it  represents, 
the  source  of  the  data,  and  the  principal  points  of  the  chart  should  be 
made.  Some  of  our  charts  have  been  criticized  because  the  purpose  for 
which  they  were  designed  was  not  made  clear  either  in  the  title  or  in  an 
accompanying  statement. 

The  chart  work  is  taxing  the  capacity  of  the  Graphics  Section  to 
the  very  lim.it,  since  the  work  needed  for  publications  and  other  current 
uses  is  increasing.  In  addition  to  its  usual  work,  the  revisions  of  the 
county  maps  of  the  United  States  as  a  basis  for  presenting  census  data  has 
occupied  several  weeks  of  the  time  of  several  draftsmen. 

CROP  ESTIMATES  SPENDS 

AMOTHER  HOLIDAY  AT  WORK. 

The  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  is  teeming  with  activity 
these  days  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  the  July  crop  report. 
This  will  be  issued  on  July  10  and  will  carry  the  acreage  of  all  spring 
sown  crops  and  the  forecasts  of  production.  The  cotton  acreage  report, 
which  will  be  released  on  July  8,  is  also  adding  to  the  work.  A  number  of 
field  statisticians  are  in  Washington  to  assist  with  these  reports,  in- 
cluding Carl  H.  Robinson  of  Texas,  D.  A.  McCandliss  of  Mississippi,  Henry 
M.  Taylor  of  Virginia,  E.  L.  Gasteiger  of  Pennsylvania,  H.  L.  Collins  of 
Colorado,  V.  H.  Church  of  Michigan,  J.  G.  Diamond  of  Montana,  and  L.  L. 
Janes  of  Louisiana. 

As  usual  the  entire  staff  of  statisticians  and  clerks  worked  on 
the  Fourth  as  well  as  on  Sunday,  the  fifth. 

ECONOMY  TO  BE  PRACTICED  IN  THE 

DISTRIBUTION. AND  USE  OF  FORMS. 

The  Director  of  Personnel  and  Business  Administration  of  the  De- 
partment calls  the  attention  of  the  Bureau  to  the  necessity  of  economy 
in  the  distribution  of  forms  in  common  use  v/hich  are  procured  under  the 
printing  allotment  of  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  and  issued  to  the  bureaus 
by  the  Central  Stores  Section,  The  Business  Manager  of  the  Bureau  re- 
quests that  all  offices  requisition  only  such  quantities  of  forms  as  are 
needed  for  immediate  use,  and  exercise  the  same  care  in  their  use  as  with 
ordinary  office  supplies.

University  is  chairman.  The  first  meeting  will  be  held  in  Chicago  on  July  15.  •  ( 
The  purpose  of  the  Committee  on  Taxation  is  to  sift  and  evaluate  t 
existing  information  on  the  effects  of  taxation  upon  housing.  It  might  j 
also  consider  inequities  in  assessment  and  double  taxation  of  house  property  I 
and  examine  ways  in  which  the  above  difficulties  are  being  obviated  in 
progressive  States  and  communities.  Secretary  Lamont  informs  Mr.  Englund. 
There  is  to  be  also  some  study  of  the  arguments  for  and  against  the  facili- 
tation of  improved  housing  through  tax  exemption.  It  is  possible  that  the 
researches  of  the  committee  might  lead  to  the  framing  of  model  laws  with 
reference  to  taxation  of  house  property.  It  is  believed  that  this  committee 
should  make  a  definite  contribution  toward  an  understanding  of  what  con- 
stitutes wise  practice  in  this  field. 

DIVISIONS  DEVELOP  SCIENTIFIC 

METHODS  IN  STANDARDIZATION  WORK. 

Inquiry  has  been  made  by  the  Division  of  Economic  Information  among 
certain  divisions  of  the  Bureau  to  determine  the  advances  in  the  use  of 
mechanical  devices  and  chemical  and  physical  tests  both  in  the  formulation 
of  standards  and  in  grading  under  the  standards.  The  check  of  this  phase 
of  the  Bureau  work  was  made  at  the  request  of  Mr,  Olsen,  whose  interest  in 
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the  subject  was  stimulated  follov/ing  his  address  on  "Development  of  Feder- 
al Standards  for  the  Certification  of  the  Farm  Products  in  the  United  States" 
before  the  International  Conference  of  Agricultural  Economists  at  Ithaca, 
N.  Y.  .  in  August,  1930. 

Compilations  have  been  made  for  the  Chief  of  all  such  apparatus  and 
tests  in  use  in  each  division  that  does  standardization  work,  together  with 
inform.ation  as  to  when  these  were  first  put  to  use.  In  addition  to  these 
lists,  photographs  have  been  taken  by  Horace  C.  Wilcox  and  his  force  in  the 
Photographic  Laboratory  of  all  of  this  apparatus  used  in  standardization 
and  grading,  Full  legends  have  been  developed  explaining  for  what  purpose 
each  device  is  used  and  the  result'^  obtained.  This  collection  will  be 
arranged  in  loose-leaf  books  capable  of  expansion  or  change,  with  the  lists 
first,  then  the  photographs  with  the  full  legends. 

It  has  been  a  revelation  to  many  interested  in  standardization  work 
to  learn  how  far  the  Bureau  has  developed  toward  the  goal  of  substituting 
exact  mechanical,  chemical,  and  other  devices  and  tests  for  human  judgment 
and  skill.  The  study  also  has  revealed  surprising  ingenuity  among  the  men 
and  the  women  of  the  Bureau  in  creating  or  perfecting  machinery  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  their  work.

This  7/heat  Outlook  will  become  available  for 
use  at  the  Regional  Outlook  Conference  of  the  Western  States  at  Salt  Lake 
City.  July  27-30.  All  recent  changes  in  the  wheat  situation  will  be  sum- 
marized in  the  usual  manner. 

BRITISH  EMBARGO  ON  AMERICAN  LOW 

GRADE  APPLES  MADE  PERMANENT. 

The  British  apple  embargo  of  1930,  prohibiting  the  importation  of  low 
grade  American  apples  during  the  period  July  7  to  November  15,  has  been  made 
permanent.  The  order  permits  the  importation  of  only  the  higher  grades  of 
apples  and  any  grade  of  barreled  apples  lower  than  Fancy  is  not  permitted  to 
enter  the  country. 

Many  cars  of  apples  grown  in  the  United  States  are  shipped  by  rail  to 
Montreal  for  export  to  Great  Britain.  Last  year  it  was  necessary  to  station 
an  inspector  at  Montreal  to  handle  the  certification  work  in  connection  with 
the  exportation  of  United  States  apples  through  the  port  of  Montreal.  G.  R. 
Warren  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  will  go  to  Montreal  to  handle 
this  work  beginning  July  17.    His  address  will  be  300  St.  Sacrement  Street. 

BEEP  GRADING  INCREASED  MORE  THAN 

100 _ PER  CENT  LAST  FISCAL  YEAR. 

-Approximately  102,500,000  pounds  of  beef  were  graded  and  stamped  by 
the  grading  staff  of  the  Division  of  Livestock.  Meats,  and  Wool  during  the 
fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1931.     This  was  more  than  100  per  cent  increase 
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over  the  preceding  fiscal  year  when  47,500,000  pounds  of  beef  were  graded 
and  received  the  Bureau's  stamp  of  quality.  While  the  increased  work  is 
partly  due  to  the  extension  of  the  Bureau's  service  to  seven  additional 
markets  during  the  year,  yet  very  material  increases  were  shown  at  those 
markets  where  the  service  was  already  in  operation.  .Officials-  of  the  Divi- 
sion of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  believe  that  the  growth  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  service  is  becoming  better  known  and  that  the  trade  is  gain- 
ing a  better  appreciation  of  the  advantages  which  it  offers  in  the  saving  of 
time  and  money  through  the  purchase  of  beef  of  uniform  quality  as  guaranteed 
by  the  Government  stamp. 

FIRST  WOMAN  QUALIFIES  AS 

U.  S.   POULTRY  GRADER. 

Miss  Marie  Gerber,  who  is  employed  by  Stork  Bros,  of  New  Ulm,  Minn., 
has  been  licensed  as  a  poultry  grader,  She  is  the  first  woman  in  the  United 
States  who  has  been  granted  a  license  to  grade  poultry  according  to  Bureau 
standards.  Members  of  the  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  v/ho  have 
seen  Miss  Gerber  work  say  she  is  not  only  able  to  grade  poultry  well,  but 
that  poultry  that  has  passed  through  her  hands  shows  a  distinctly  feminine 
touch  in  its  neatness.  She  resorts  to  the  needle  and  thread  in  making  the 
fowl  which  she  grades  to  look  just  so.

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  FIELD  EMPLOYEES  • 
FOR  COMPUTING  LEAVE. 

Paragraph  494  of  the  Administrative  Regulations,  as  amended  March 
5,  1931,  reads:  "Saturdays  will  be  charged  as  four  hours  in  annual  leave 
and  as  a  whole  day  in  sick  leave  and  leave  without  pay."  Some  field  em- 
ployees are  apparently  under  the  impression  that  Saturday  is  counted  as 
a  half  day,  or  3j  hours,  and  so  compute  their  time  when  submitting  slips  for 
annual  leave .  ... 

Where  the  leave  covers  a  fraction  of  a  day  at  the  beginning  or  end- 
ing of  an  extended  period,  the  time  is  counted,  for  leave  record  purposes, 
on  the  basis  of  the  usual  working  hours,  namely,  9:00  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 
It  is  therefore  important  that  an  employee  who  works  irregular  hours  make 
a  notation  on  his  leave  slip  of  the  time  schedule  on  which  he  works;  other- 
wise the  time  clerk  may  charge  the  employee  either  with  too  little  or  too 
much  leave. 
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i     DR.  WILLIAM  JASPER  SPILLMAN  | 


Dr.  William  Jasper  Spillman,  principal  agricultural  economist.  Divi- 
sion of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  died  suddenly  Saturday  morning,  July 
11,  following  an  operation.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Mrs.  Mattie  Ramsay 
Spillman.  and  his  son,  Dr.  Ramsay  Spillman. 

Dr.  Spillman  specialized  as  an  economic  analyst,  interpreting  and 
evaluating  statistical  and  economic  data  on  agricultural  production  and 
farm  management.  He  was  exceedingly  popular  as  a  lecturer  and  was  continu- 
ally in  demand  for  speaking  engagements  throughout  the  country. 

Dr.  Spillman  received  world  recognition  among  agriculturists  for  his 
work  in  developing  the  economics  of  farm  management.  In  1920  he  discovered 
the  mathematical  form  of  the  law  of  diminishing  returns  with  relation  to 
the  results  of  the  use  of  fertilizer  on  farms.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
had  completed  a  means  of  solving  arithmetically  for  several  variables  the 
exponential  yield  curve  or  law  of  biological  growth.  In  1927,  he  made  a 
study  of  agriculture  on  the  Indian  Reservations  of  the  United  States,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Institute  of  Government  Research,  for  which  purpose  he 
was  granted  leave  from  this  Department  from  January  to  September  of  that  year. 

Dr.  Spillman  entered  the  Department  of  Agriculture  as  an  agrostolo- 
gist,  in  charge  of  grass  and  forage  plant  investigations,  in  1902.  and  during 
this  assignment  developed  research  and  extension  work  by  the  Department  in 
farm  management.  As  a  result  of  these  activities  the  Office  of  Farm  ;.!anage- 
ment  was  created  and  he  was  placed  in  charge.  He  resigned  as  chief  of  that 
Office  in  1918  to  become  editor  of  the  "Farm  Journal"  of  Philadelphia.  He 
re-entered  the  Department  in  1921  as  consulting  specialist  of  the  Bureau  of 
Markets  and  Crop  Estimates. 

In  1886  Dr.  Spillman  was  graduated  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Science  and  in  1889  with  the  degree  of  Master  of  Science  from  Missouri  Uni- 
versity. In  1908  he  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Science  from  Temple 
University,  Philadelphia.  He  was  Professor  of  Agriculture  at  Washington 
State  College.  Pullman,  Washington,  from  July  1.  1894.  to  December  31.  1901. 

While  at  Pullman,  Dr.  Spillman  undertook  by  breeding  and  selection 
to  produce  some  new  varieties  of  wheat  better  adapted  to  conditions  in  east- 
ern Washington  than  the  varieties  commonly  grown.  In  these  experiments  he 
discoverad  the  law  of  recombination  of  parental  characters  in  the  second 
generation  of  hybrids.  Several  of  the  new  wheats  produced  are  now  standard 
crops  in  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

For  the  last  10  years  Dr.  Spillman  has  been  a  member  of  the  executive 
faculty  and  a  lecturer  in  Staple  Commodities  of  World  Trade  at  the  School 
of  Foreign  Service,  Georgetown  University. 

Dr.  Spillman  was  the  author  of  "Farm  Grasses  of  the  United  States;" 
"Farm  Science."  an  introduction  to  agricultural  science:  "Farm  Management;" 
"Law  of  Diminishing  Returns."  and  "Balancing  the  Farm  Output."  He  also  com- 
pleted a  manuscript  for  a  text  book  on  calculas.  He  was  a  contributor  to 
popular  and  scientific  journals,  and  was  author  and  co-author  of  numerous 
Government  bulletins  on  agricultural  subjects. 

In  commenting  on  Dr.  Spillman's  death,  Mr.  Kitchen,  as  acting  chief 
of  the  Bureau,  said: 

"Dr.   Spillman's  death  is  a  real  loss  to  this  Bureau.     He  will  be 
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remembered  and  esteemed  for  a  long  time,  not  only  as  a  pioneer  in  agri- 
cultural economics  and  particularly  in  farm  management,  but  also  as  an 
inspiring  friend  and  able  counselor  to  many  of  our  research  workers.  His 
pioneering  did  not  end  when  the  field  to  which  he  contributed  so  much  in 
its  beginning  became  one  of  the  major  fields  of  agricultural  research.  He 
never  lost  the  faculty  of  taking  up  new  problems  with  the  enthusiasm  of 
youth  and  of  the  pioneer.  He  did  this  with  a  rare  combination  of  ability 
for  mathematical  exactness  and  for  vivid  illustration  of  his  thoughts  in 
writing  and  on  the  platform.  Some  of  his  v/ork  was  left  unfinished.  For- 
tunately, however,  he  was  able  to  bring  his  recent  investigations  so  near 
to  completion  that  it  probably  will  be  possible  to  publish  the  more  important 
results  substantially  in  the  form  in  which  he  left  them."

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DELEGATES  FROM  30  COUNTRIES  AT  FIFTEENTH 

INTERNATIONAL  CONGRESS  OF  AGRICULTURE. 

Asher  Hobson,  in  charge  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  returned 
to  Washington  last  week  after  an  absence  of  nearly  two  months  in  Europe.  He 
represented  this  Government  as  an  official  delegate  at  the  Fifteenth  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Agriculture  in  Prague,  Czechoslovakia,  June  5-8,  and  al- 
so visited  the  Bureau's  European  offices.  / 

The  International  Congress  of  Agriculture  this  year  was  divided  into 
seven  sections,  dealing  with,  (1)  agrarian  policy  and  rural  economy;  (2) 
agricultural  teaching  and  extension;  (3)  agricultural  cooperation;  (d)  plant 
production;  (5)  animal  production;  (6)  agricultural  industries;  and  (7) 
rural  woman.  Mr.  Hobson  was  one  of  the  three  principal  reporters  for  the 
section  on  agrarian  policy  and  rural  economy.  He  also  read  a  paper,  en- 
titled, "The  Importance  and  Possibility  of  Fruitful  Research  in  the  Field 
of  Forecasting  Prices  of  Agricultural  Commodities." 

A  great  deal  of  the  discussion  of  the  Congress  centered  on  the  "world 
wheat  crisis,"  with  special  reference  to  preferential  treatment  to  grain 
from  Eastern  European  countries  by  Western  European  countries.  The  export 
quota  system  also  received  considerable  attention.  The  conference,  did  not, 
however,  pronounce  itself  in  a  definite  manner  on  either  of  these  subjects. 

More  than  100  official  delegates,  representing  30  countries,  and 
considerably  more  than  400  other  participants  attended  the  Congress. 

The  International  Congress  of  Agriculture  is  held  every  two  years 
by  the  International  Commission  of  Agriculture,  an  organization  controlled 
and  financed  by  92  national  farm  groups,  located  in  27  nations.  The  Con- 
gresses meet  every  two  years  in  different  countries,  under  the  auspices  of 
the  governments  of  the  countries  in  which  they  are  held.  In  1929  Roumania 
held  the  Congress  at  Bucharest;  this  year  the  Congress  was  sponsored  by 
Czechoslovakia  at  Prague;  in  1933  the  Congress  will  be  held  by  Hungary  in 
Budapest . 

Mr.  Hobson  states  that  he  found  the  work  of  the  Bureau's  European 
offices  progressing  very  satisfactorily. 

TOBACCO  MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE 
SOON  TO  BE  INAUGURATED. 


A  market  news  service  on  tobacco  will  be  inaugurated  in  Georgia, 
and  an  office  established  at  Douglas,  on  July  28,  when  the  tobacco  market- 
ing season  opens  in  that  State.  The  following  week,  on  August  4,  the  serv- 
ice will  be  inaugurated  in  South  Carolina,   with  an  office  at  Lake  City. 

The  Civil  Service  register  of  eligibles  qualifying  under  the  Junior 
Marketing  Specialist  (Tobacco)  examination,  recently  held  for  the  Bureau, 
has  not  yet  been  established;  therefore,  members  of  the  Washington  staff 
of  the  Tobacco  Section  will  be  detailed  to  get  the  new  work  under  way. 
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Hugh  W.  Taylor,  who  conducts  the  laboratory  work  of  the  section,  will  handle 
the  market  news  service  for  Georgia;  Hubert  A.  Kramer,  marketing  specialist, 
will  be  assigned  to  the  work  in  South  Carolina. 

Chas.  E.  Gage,  in  charge  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  will  go  to  Douglas 
and  Lake  City  to  supervise  the  opening  of  the  market  news  service  in  the 
two  States. 

BUREAU  TO  HAVE  FOUR  REPRESENTATIVES 
AT  WESTERN  OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE. 

The  Annual  Regional  Outlook  Conference  for  the  Western  States  will 
be  held  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  July  27-30,  under  the  auspices  of  this 
Bureau,  the  Extension  Service,  and  the  following  State  Colleges  of  Agri- 
culture: Arizona,  California,  Colorado,  Idaho,  Montana,  Nevada,  Nst  !'exi- 
00,  Oregon,  Utah,  Washington  and  Wyoming. 

This  Bureau  will  be  represented  by  the  following  members  of  the 
staff  who  will  take  active  part  in  the  program:  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge. 
Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research;  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes, in  charge. 
Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs;  C.  L.  Harlan,  livestock  statistician. 
Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates;  and  F.  L.  Lyons,  associate  mar- 
keting specialist,  San  Francisco  office.  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed. 

PLANS  FOR  GRAPHIC 

SUMMARY  OF  1950  CENSUS. 

Preliminary  plans  have  been  made  to  prepare  and  issue  at  the  earli- 
est possible  moment  following  the  appearance  of  the  census  data  for  the 
1930  agricultural  census,  an  Agricultural  Graphic  Summary.  At  a  confer- 
ence of  those  in  the  Bureau  particularly  interested,  it  was  proposed  to 
make  the  next  Graphic  Summary  as  comprehensive  as  possible,  yet  to  keep 
it  within  one  volume  of  about  250  pages. 

A  plan  was  outlined  whereby  this  work  may  be  completed  as  rapidly 
as  new  data  are  provided  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  Graphics  Section 
has  nearly  completed  the  county  base  maps 'by  States,  upon  which  data  can 
be  plotted.  These  county  base  maps  are  being  issued  in  two  forms:  first 
as  rotaprints.  State  by  State,  about  8  x  10-S/lO  inches,  and  second  as  a 
map  of  the  United  States,  showing  county  boundaries.  The  latter  is  not  yet 
available . 

Various  divisions  will  participate  this  year  in  the  preparation 
of  statistics  for  presentation  in  the  Graphic  Summary.  While  this  work 
was  formerly  done  by  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  it  will  now  be  done 
by  clerks  from  several  divisions  under  the  general  supervision  of  Dr.  0.  E. 
Baker.  As  rapidly  as  data  on  any  subject  is  completed,  the  drawing  of  maps 
and  charts  will  proceed. 

The  Summary  will  be  organized  in  chapters  or  sections,  and  it  is 
hoped  as  each  of  these  are  completed  maps  will  be  made  available  in  pre- 
liminary rotaprint  form  in  advance  of  the  completed  publication.  An  out- 
line of  the  contents  of  the  1930  Graphic  Summary  will  soon  be  available  in 
detail. 

The  Graphic  Summary  of  American  Agriculture,  based  largely  on  the 
Census  of  1925,  is  now  in  the  press  in  final  corrected  form  and  copies  are 
expected  within  a  week  or  two. 
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MEETING  HELD  TO  CONSIDER 

CHANGES  IN  APPLE  GRADES. 

A  meeting  was  held  in  the  Bureau  on  July  17  to  consider  changes 
for  the  coming  packing  season  in  the  United  States  grades  of  apples  and 
the  United  States  standards  for  export  as  applying  to  the  condition  factors 
of  apples.  In  addition  to  members  of  the  staffs  of  State  Departments  of 
Agriculture,  men  selected  by  them  were  in  attendance  to  present  the  attitude 
of  grov/ers,  shippers,  and  receivers.  Representatives  were  there  from  the 
ten  following  States:  Connecticut,  Illinois,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massachusetts, 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  ?/est  Virginia. 

Officials  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  are  now  study- 
ing the  recommendations  made  and  hope  to  issue  the  revised  grades  within 
the  next  few  days. 

MANAGER  OF  COMMISSARY  LAUDS 

GOVERNMENT  GRADING  SYSTEM. 

"Buying  for  New  York  Restaurants,  Hotels  and  Steamships"  is  the 
title  introducing  an  article  by  Laurence  I.  Graham,  trade  counselor,  former 
manager  of  commissary  and  buyer  of  Childs  Company,  in  the  June  17  issue  of 
the  American  Creamery  and  Poultry  Produce  Review,  in  which  he  advocates  the 
purchase  of  perishables  on  Government  grades  and  criticizes  the  present 
methods  of  purchase.    Mr.  Graham  says  in  part: 

"And  then  there's  the  Government  Inspection  Service.  Without  doubt 
that  is  the  best  guarantee  and  the  most  economical  means  that  a  buyer  can 
utilize  to  assure  himself  that  he  is  securing  merchandise  that  meets  his 
specifications.  He  can  have  his  merchandise  inspected  in  the  country,  or 
at  point  of  arrival,  or  at  the  vendor's  place  of  business,  or  at  his  own 
receiving  station.  He  can  use  this  service  when  he  v/ants  it  and  as  long 
as  he  wants  it,  at  ridiculously  low  rates.  And  for  it  he  has  at  his  command 
experienced  men,  specialists  in  their  particular  commodity  line,  who  give 
an  absolutely  impartial  decision.  It  amazes  me  that  the  shrewd  buyers  and 
restaurant  operators  in  this  city  fail  to  utilize  this  service  more  fully. 
It  affords  a  very  fair  base  for  doing  business,  and  proves  advantageous  to 
both  the  vendor  and  the  buyer.    *  *  * 

"The  greatest  single  development  in  the  standardization  of  perish- 
ables has  come  about  through  the  efforts  of  the  Federal  Government.     *  *  * 

"It  is  my  recommendation  therefore  that  the  representative  associ- 
ations within  this  group,  such  as  the  hotel  associations,  restaurant  asso- 
ciations, etc.,  undertake  a  standardization  of  their  requirements  and  that 
they  take  means  to  spread  their  use  of  these  standards  among  their  members. 
These .  associations  may  find  it  desirable  to  commission  an  organization 
such  as  the  New  York  Food  Marketing  Research  Council  to  make  the  prelim- 
inary study  possibly  in  conjunction  with  the  Government  bureaus.  Action 
along  these  lines  by  trade  associations  would  have  tremendous  weight  and 
the  more  widespread  use  of  standards  in  purchasing  perishables  would  eventu- 
ally result  in  better  understanding  between  buyer  and  seller,  in  a  compara- 
tive method  of  quoting  prices,  in  a  reduction  of  the  buying  costs  and  in 
improvement  of  uniformity  and  grade  of  the  perishable  arriving  in  the  New 
York  Market." 
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BUREAU  INCREASES  OUTPUT  OF 

PRIFTSD  PUBLICATIONS  IN  1951. 

During  the  fiscal  year  1931,  48  publications  were  published  by  the 
Bureau.

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BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

TARIFF  RATES  ON  REPRESENTATIVE  AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCTS  under  Tariff 
Acts  of  1930  and  1922,  by  C.  F.  Wells,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Histori- 
cal Research,  is  a  new  mimeographed  publication  of  the  Bureau.  The  tabula- 
tion includes  tariff  rates  on  both  free' and  dutiable  agricultural  products. 
The  commodities  for  which  tariff  rates  are  given,  include:  Sugar,  molasses, 
and  related  products;  tobacco;  livestock  and  other  live  animals  except  live 
poultry  and  birds;  meats;  animal  and  fish  oils  and  fats  and  wax;  vegetable 
oils  expressed  or  extracted;  oilbearing  raw  materials;  dairy  products  and 
substitutes;  poultry  and  other  birds;  eggs  of  poultry;  grain  and  grain  prod- 
uct?:; fodders  and  feeds;  fruits;  vegetables;  nuts;  grass  and  other  forage 
crop  seeds;  other  garden  and  field  seeds;  cotton  and  other  vegetable  fibers; 
wool  and  hair;  hides,  skins,  and  leather;  furs  and  fur  skins. 

PFiACTICES  AND  COSTS  IN  THE  DEVELOPMENT  OF  PECAN  ORCHARDS  and  in  the 
Production  of  Pecans,  a  preliminary  report  in  mimeographed  form,  by  R.  S. 
Washburn  and  B.  H.  Thibodeaux,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  is 
just  off  the  press.  The  study  was  made  in  cooperation  with  the  Georgia 
State  College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Georgia;  the  Florida  State 
College  of  Agriculture,  University  of  Florida;  the  Mississippi  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College;  the  Louisiana  State  University  and  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College,  and  the  Alabama  State  Department  of  Agriculture. 
Data  are  presented  on  the  practices  and  costs  in  the  development  of  pecan 
orchards  of  improved  varieties  and  on  the  methods  and  expenditures  involved 
in  operating  pecan  orchards  after  they  come  into  commercial  bearing.  The 
study  is  one  phase  of  a  larger  project  undertaken  by  this  Bureau  in  cooper- 
ation with  various  State  agencies,  to  determine  the  major  economic  factors 
affecting  the  pecan  industry  in  order  to  give  growers  and  others  a  better 
understanding  of  the  present  condition  and  the  future  outlook  for  the  in- 
dustry.

HERE  AND  THERE. 

Ivlr.  Kitchen  and  C.  V.  Whalin,  C.  E.  Gibbons  and  L.  B.  Burk  of  the 
Division  of  Livestock,    Meats  and  Wool,    are   in  Chicago  today   (July  21), 
attending  a  conference  with  representatives  of  the  Institute  of  American 
Meat   Packers  and  the  National  Livestock  Producers  Marketing  Association, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  market  classes  and  grades  of  hogs.  Fcllcwing 
the  meeting  Mr.   Whalin  will  visit  the  far  western  offices  cf  the  division, 
to  assist  in  the  inc.uguration  of  the  market  news  service  on  the  direct  and 
contract   sales  of  livestock  in  the  Internountain  and  PacificCcast  territory. 

Mr.  Marquis  will  address  two  sessions  of  the  summer  school  of  Cornell^ 
University  on  Sources  and  use  of  economic  information  issued  by  the  Bureau. 
He  is  on  the  program  July  27  and  28. 
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Dr.  L.  C,  Gray,  in  charge,  and  C.  I.  Hendrickson,  Division  of  Land 
Economics,  will  leave  Washington  about  July  25  for  points  in  the  State  of 
Texas  to  inaugurate  a  study  of  the  valuation  of  and  income  from  lands  in 
the  various  drainage  districts  and  of  the  financial  condition  of  th3  dis- 
tricts, v/ith  a  view  to  furnishing  advice  and  assistance  in  the  adjustments 
of  the  financial  difficulties  of  these  areas.  Dr.  Gray  plans  to  return  to 
Washington  about  August  IS  after  the  preliminary  work  is  completed;  Mr. 
Hendrickson  will  remain  in  the  field  on  the  study  for  several  weeks. 

W.  F.  Callander,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates,  will  leave  Washington  July  27  for  Trenton,  N.  J.,  Albany,  N,  Y., 
and  Boston,  Mass.,  to  interview  representatives  of  cooperating  State  agen- 
cies and  to  confer  with  State  agricultural  statisticians  on  the  program  of 
work  for  the  new  fiscal  year.  Upon  completion  of  this  trip,  about  August  1, 
Mr.  Callander  and  V.  C,  Childs  of  the  division  will  proceed  by  automobile 
to  Virginia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Louisiana, 
Mississippi  and  Tennessee  to  make  field  examinations  of  cotton  and  determine 
the  extent  of  boll  weevil  infestation.  The  information  so  collected  will 
be  used  in  connection  with  the  August  cotton  report.  The  work  of  counting 
bolls  as  a  basis  of  estimating  yields  has  been  in  progress  for  four  years. 
While  it  is  still  in  an  experimental  stage,  it  is  showing  results  which 
will  be  of  practicable  value.  Mr.  Callander  and  Mr.  Childs  will  probably 
be  accompanied  on  this  trip  by  a  cotton  specialist  of  the  Bureau  of  Plant 
Industry. 

E.  0.  Pollock  of  the  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  office,  and  W.  H.  Hosterman 
of  the  Washington,  D.  C,  office,  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed,  have 
recently  been  designated  to  assist  7/.  A.  Wheeler,  in  charge  of  the  division, 
v/ith  the  hay  supervision  v/ork.  In  this  connection  Mr.  Pollock  will  spend

Plans  hav9  been  completed  for  the  showing  of  new  wool  exhibit  mater- 
ial a+  a  number  of  fairs  this  year.  Four  Department  units  are  being  built 
by  the  Office  of  Exhibits  according  to  plans  drafted  by  a  Department  com- 
mittee. It  is  expected  that  these  units  will  be  shown  at  the  Ohio  and 
the  New  York  State  Fairs,  at  the  International  Livestock  Show  at  Chicago, 
and  perhaps  at  other  fairs. 

The  four  units  include  the  following: 

(1)  The  World  Wool  Situation   (This   is   largely  B.A.E.  material 
on  the  outlook) 

(2)  Wool  standards  in   relation  to  breeds  and  fabrics   (This  is 

in  large  part  B.A.E.  material) 

(3)  Wool  Yields  Can  Be  Increased  (This  was  prepared  principally 

by  B.A.I. ) 

(4)  Utilization  of  Wool  (A  display  modeled  after  the  B.A.E.  ex- 

hibit of  last  year,  prepared  by  George  T.  Willingrayre) 
A  number  of  fairs  will  be  served  by  sending  the  portable  display 
material  prepared  by  the  Wool  Section  of  the  Bureau  under  the  direction 
of  Mr.  7/illingmyre .  Some  fairs  in  Montana  and  Wyoming  probably  v/ill  re- 
ceive this  material  since  other  Department  exhibits  are  not  available  for 
their  use. 

The  Ohio  State  Fair  is  planning  a  particularly  complete  wool  ex- 
hibit and  L.  B.  Palmer,  in  charge  of  the  Sheep  Department,  called  at  the 
Bureau  last  week  to  request  cooperation  in  the  preparation  of  his  display. 
It  is  expected  that  Mr.  Willingmyre  or  some  one  of  his  staff  will  assist 
in  this  work. 
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MEAT  FOR  NATIONAL  SOLDIERS'  ] 
HOMES 'to  BE  GRADED  BY  BUREAU_^ 

The  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool  has  arranged,  beginning 
August  1,  to  take  over  the  grading  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  for  the 
National  Soldiers'  Homes.  All  purchases  of  such  products  made  at  the  fol- 
lowing points  will  be  graded:  Boston,  New  York  City,  Philadelphia,  Wash- 
ington, Buffalo,  Detroit,  Chicago,  Sioux  City,  Omaha,  Kansas  City  (Mo.)  Wichita 
National  Stock  Yards,  and  St.  Louis.  This  service,  like  that  for  the  Veterans' 
Hospitals,  will  be  paid  for  on  the  basis  of  the  graders'  salaries. 

The  grading  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  for  the  National  Soldiers' 
Homes  probably  will  increase  the  division's  grading  work  for  institutions 
by  about  25  per  cent.  There  are  11  Soldiers'  Homes  in  the  United  States. 
Nine  of  these  are  located  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  country;  one  is  in 
California,  and  one  in  South  Dakota. 
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BUREAU  ISSUES  OUTLOOK  ON  POULTRY 

AND  EGGS  AND  ON  SHEEP  AND  WOOL. 

A  midsummer  outlook  report  on  poultry  and  eggs  was  issued  July  23 
and  a  sheep  and  v/ool  outlook  report  was  released  July  27.  These  are  the 
first  of  the  summer  series  and  will  be  followed  by  reports  on  beef  cat- 
-'.le  on  August  24,  fall  grain.  September  5,  hogs,  September  14,  and  feed. 
September  22. 

The  outlook  for  the  dairy  industry  is  in  the  Government  Printing 
Office  and  is  expected  from  the  press  on  August  10.  The  world  outlook  for 
wheat  is  being  revised  for  republication.

TWO  NEW  F.  &  V.  INSPECTION 
OFFICES  ARE  OPENED. 

As  an  incident  to  new  cooperative  arrangements  of  the  Division  o: 
Fruits  and  Vegetables  with  the  States  concerned,  terminal  inspection  o: 
fruits  and  vegetables  is  now  being  offered  at  two  additional  points,  namely. 
Scranton,  Pa.,  and  Fargo,  N.  Dak.  C.  L.  Packard,  in  charge  of  the  work  a: 
Scranton,  has  his  office  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  Building;  R.  C.  Hastings, 
in  charge  of  the  Fargo  work,  has  his  office  in  the  State  Seed  Commissioner's 
Office,  College  Station.  This  makes  a  total  of  49  markets  where  receiving 
point  inspection  is  available  for  fruits  and  vegetables. 
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FkRM  LIFE  STANDARDS  AS  AFFECTING  STAGES 
OF  FA.IVILY  DSVELOPMENT  ARE  STUDIFp" 

A  study  of  cycles  of  family  development  and  experiences  in  relation 
to  standards  of  living  and  the  ability  to  provide  is  a  new  project  entered 
into  by  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  with  the  University 
of  Wisconsin.  The  research  will  be  conducted  by  members  of  the  University 
staff,  headed  by  E.  L.  Kirkpatrick,  formerly  of  this  Bureau,  in  selected 
localities  in  the  Wisconsin  counties  of  Dane,  Dunn,  Green,  Langlade,  Portage, 
Sawyer,  and  Walworth.    The  objects  of  the  study  are: 

(1)  To  determine  the  degree  to  which  the  prevailing  standards  of 
living  are  associated  with  cycles  of  family  development;  that  is,  are 
related  to  the  period  before  there  are  children,  the  periods  of  pre-school, 
school,  and  after-school  age,  and  the  period  after  the  children  have  left 
the  farm. 

(2)  To  ascertain  the  extent  to  which  the  growth  of  the  farm  busi- 
ness resources  and  the  ability  to  provide  the  goods  and  services  of  family 
living,  coincide  with  improvements  in  the  standard  of  living  and  in  turn 
with  cycles  of  family  development. 

(3)  To  determine  the  extent  to  which  participation  on  the  part  of 
members  of  the  family  in  different  forms  of  community  organizations,  is 
associated  with  different  levels  or  standards  of  living,  with  farm  or 
other  income,  and  finally  with  the  cycles  of  family  growth  and  experience. 

(4)  To  discover,  if  possible,  the  point  in  family  growth  and  de- 
velopment at  which  children  become  an  asset  on  the  farm. 

(5)  To  discover  factors  of  causes  and  consequences. 

lOWANS  LEARN  GRAIN  GRADING 
FROM  TRAIN  LABORATORY. 

Intensive  training  in  the  grading  of  grain  recently  has  been  given 
by  W.  B.  Combs  of  the  General  Field  Headquarters  office  at  Chicago,  and 
G.  A.  Dibinett  of  the  Cedar  Rapids  office.  Grain  Division,  to  farmers, 
elevator  operators,  and  others,  in  one-day  grain  grading  schools  in  Iowa. 
The  schools  were  held  through  a  cooperative  arrangement  between  the  Grain 
Division,  the  Iowa  State  College  of  Agriculture,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee, 
St.  Paul,  and  Pacific  Railroad,  and  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad.  The 
two  railroads  furnished  a  car  which  was  fitted  up  as  a  grain  grading  labora- 
tory. In  addition  to  giving  instruction  in  grain  grading,  Messrs.  Combs 
and  Dabinett  discussed  questions  on  inspection,  appeals,  and  other  subjects. 
Those  attending  the  schools  were  given  samples  of  grain  to  grade. 

The  educational  committee  of  the  Grain  Committee  has  been  instrumental 
in  having  similar  schools  conducted  in  other  States  this  spring  and  summer. 
Early  in  the  spring,  26  were  held  in  western  Minnesota  and  eastern  North 
Dakota;  the  first  two  weeks  in  June,  10  were  held  in  Illinois.

GROWING  INTEREST  IN  SWEETCLOVER 

AS  A  CROP.   FIELD  STUDY  REVEALS. 

Increased  interest  in  sweetclover  in  nearly  all  sections  of  the  terri- 
tory covered  and  a  considerable  expansion  in  the  acreage  sown  to  this  crop  in 
most  sections  is  reported  by  M.  A.  Crosby,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs,  who  is  just  back  from  a  five  months  field  trip  through  Oklahoma, 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado,  Wyoming,  Montana,  North  Dakota,  and  South 
Dakota.  He  has  been  making  an  economic  study  of  the  production  and  utiliza- 
tion of  sweetclover  in  the  Great  Plains  States. 

Mr.  Crosby  finds  that  cultural  methods,  utilization  practices,  and 
the  place  that  sweetclover  occupies  in  the  farm  organization  vary  widely 
in  different  sections.  Cultural  methods  are  governed  largely  by  normal 
soil  moisture  at  seeding  time,  while  utilization  practices  are  more  or  less 
dependent  on  the  type  of  farming  followed. 

During  June  and  July  Mr.  Crosby  traveled  through  some  of  the  drought- 
stricken  areas  of  Montana  and  the  Dakotas  and  reports  conditions  as  extreme- 
ly distressing  in  many  sections.  In  considerable  areas  all  food  and  feed 
crops  are  a  complete  failure  as  a  result  of  drought  and  hot  winds.  Farmers 
in  these  sections  have  no  cash  crops  to  sell  and  are  faced  with  the  neces- 
sity of  sacrificing  their  livestock  on  account  of  having  no  feed  crops. 
In  other  sections,  particularly  southern  South  Dakota,  thousands  of  acres 
of  small  grain  and  corn  have  been  destroyed  by  grasshoppers. 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  MILEAGE  FOR  USE 
OF  PERSONALLY-OWNED  AUTOMOBILES. 

Paragraphs  12  (a)  and  105  (e)  of  the  Standardized  Travel  Regula- 
tions as  amended  July  1,  1931,  supersede  all  previous  rules  and  regula- 
tions promulgated  for  use  of  personally-owned  motorcycles  and  automobiles. 
These  paragraphs  provide  in  effect  as  follows: 

"Mileage  may  be  authorized  when  this  basis  is  more  economical  and 
advantageous  to  the  United  States.  It  excludes  reimbursement  for  all  other 
items  of  expense  incurred  in  connection  with  the  use  of  a  personally-owned 
motorcycle  or  automobile,  such  as  garage,  ferry,  and  toll  charges.  It 
is  not  allowable  for  trips  wholly  within  official  stations.     It  must  be 
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previously  authorized. 

"In  rendering  claims  for  mileage  the  account  must  contain  a  definite 
statement  as  to  the  ownership  of  the  motorcycle  or  automobile  and  also  must 
show  the  places  between  which  the  travel  was  performed  and  the  meter  read- 
ings . " 

Travelers  v/ho  use  their  own  automobiles  on  official  business  should 
familiarize  themselves  with  the  other  provisions  of  paragraphs  12  (a)  and 
105  (e).  The  Act  under  which  mileage  is  allowed  will  be  found  on  page  75 
of  the  Travel  Regulations.

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ECONOMICS  NEEDED  IN  HAWAII, 
SAYS  H.  M.  DIXON. 


Economic  information  is  needsd  and  desired  in  Hawaii,  according  to 
H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge  of  the  Agricultural  Economic  Extension  Unit,  who  with 
Dr.  C.  W.  Warburton,  director  of  extension  work,  made  a  recent  visit  to  the 
Islands.  Mr.  Dixon  believes  there  is  considerable  opportunity  for  economic 
work  in  Hawaii  along  the  lines  of  outlook  reports,  farm  management  studies, 
grading  and  standardization,  and  a  market  news  service.  He  says  that  there 
is  general  interest  in  market  news  on  all  crops  and  livestock  and  in  inten- 
tions to  plant  reports  on  truck  crops.  The  highly  intelligent  questions  put 
by  farmers  at  county  agents'  meetings  indicate  not  only  the  farmers'  keen 
interest  in  economic  information  but  their  ability  to  interpret  it.  There 
is  a  crying  need  for  advance  estimates  of  production  on  the  part  of  merchants. 
These  men  are  located  at  such  great  distances  from  the  markets  that  they 
cannot  estimate  even  approximately  just  v/hat  Island  crops  they  may  expect. 
As  a  result  of  this  uncertainty  they  order  their  produce  from  the  United 
States.  Mr,  Dixon  says  that  by  serving  the  merchants  with  such  estimates 
the  Bureau  would  be  directly  benefiting  the  farmer. 

Economic  conditions  in  Hawaii  are  generally  better  than  in  the  United 
States,  Mr.  Dixon  reports.  Two  of  the  major  agricultural  industries,  the 
production  of  sugar  and  coffee,  are  going  through  readjustments  to  meet  the 
low  prices.  Conditions  in  the  sugar  industry  are  already  showing  improve- 
ment as  a  result  of  reorganization.  There  is  every  indication  of  an  over- 
production of  pineapples.  These  are  being  produced  more  and  more  by  large 
corporation  methods  instead  of  by  individual  farmers. 

Rats  are  a  great  problem  on  the  Island  of  Hawaii  and  in  the  last  few 
years  have  become  an  increasing  menace  to  coffee  production.  In  a  campaign 
against  this  pest  headed  by  Y.  B.  Gate,  county  agent  at  Honolulu,  2,900 
were  exterminated  in  1929,  10,000  in  1930,  and  23,000  have  been  exterminated 
so  far  this  year. 

County  Agent  Gate  expressed  a  desire  that  the  Bureau  furnish  monthly 
reports  on  the  coffee  situation,  particularly, in  the  South  American  coun- 
tries.

COTTON  GINNING  LABORATORY 

Francis  L.  Gerdes,  fiber  technologist  of  the  Washington  laboratory. 
Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  has  been  detailed  until  December  1  to  the 
Department's  experimental  cotton  ginning  laboratory  at  Stoneville,  Miss., 
which  is  being  operated  cooperatively  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engi- 
neering and  this  Bureau.  The  major  responsibilities  of  the  engineering 
phases  are  being  handled  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  and 
those  of  the  fiber  analyses  by  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  of  this 
Bureau.  He  will  be  engaged  in  selecting  cotton  for  experimental  purposes, 
in  assisting  in  the  experimental  ginning  phases,  and  in  arranging  with  the 
field  staff  of  the  grade  and  staple  estimates  project  for  samples  of  ginned 
lint  for  moisture  determinations. 

The  experimental  ginning  plant  was  completed  and  partially  equipped 
in  record  time  by  the  latter  part  of  January.  During  the  several  months 
which  followed,  ginning  tests  involving  approximately  800  combinations  of 
seed  cotton  and  mechanical  conditions  were  made,  and  the  fiber  analyses 
now  are  being  made  in  the  fiber  laboratories  in  Washington. 

The  staffs  of  the  two  Bureaus  are  endeavoring  to  develop  some  of 
the  fundamental  principles  of  cot-ton  ginning  and  cleaning  and  to  promote 
a  more  exact  understanding  of  relationships  between  the  properties  and 
conditions  of  seed  cotton,  the  mechanical  conditions  of  ginning,  and  the 
resulting  quality  of  ginned  lint.  Methods  of  fiber  analysis  developed 
by  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  in  connection  with  its  standardization 
work  now  are  being  employed  in  measuring  the  effect  of  different  conditions, 
both  of  seed  cotton  and  of  mechanical  equipment.  Likewise,  new  and  improved 
methods  and  apparatus  for  fiber  analyses  also  are  being  developed  to  measure 
those  elements  which  either   now    are    measurable    or    should   be  measured. 

Mr.  Gerdes  left  Washington  July  28  for  his  new  temporary  station. 
En  route  he  stopped  at  Raleigh,  N.  C.  .  to  read  a  paper  entitled,  "Cotton 
Fiber  Quality  in  Relation  to  Ginning,"  before  the  agronomy  section  of  the 
State  Farmers'  and  Ginners'  Conference  at  State  College,  July  30.  His 
discussion  was  based  on  observations  made  in  and  results  from  some  of  the 
studies  conducted  in  the  cotton  ginning  laboratory  at  Stoneville  and  the 
cotton  fiber  research  laboratories  at  Washington. 

FRUIT  SHIPPER  FINED  FOR 

ALTERING  INSPECTION  CERTIFICATE. 

Alteration  by  a  shipper  of  a  certificate  of  the  food  products  in- 
spection service  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  covering  a  ship- 
ment of  apples,  has  resulted  in  that  individual's  being  prosecuted  and  fined. 
It  was  found  that  the  percentage  of  decay  on  the  certificate  had  been  changed 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  the  certificate  indicate  that  the  lot  of  apples  in 
question  complied  with  export  condition  requirements  of  the  apple  grades, 
while,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  they  were  originally  certified  as  containing  too 
much  decay  to  comply  with  these  requirements.  The  shipper  also  added  a 
statement  to  the  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  apples  did  meet  the  ex- 
port condition  requirements. 

When  the  facts  were  obtained  in  this  case  it  was  presented  to  the 
United  States  Attorney  who  secured  an  indictment  of  the  shipper  for  violation 
of  the  Federal  Penal  Code  which  forbids  the  alteration  of  such  documents. 
The  offender  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  $100. 
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TWO  GRAIN  ELEVATOR  OFFICERS 

fROSECUTED  UNDER  WAREHOUSE  ACT. 

Two  off.i.cers  of  a  grain  elevator  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  pleaded  guilty, 
July  21,  before  Judge  Robert  Nevin  in  U.  S.  District  Court,  to  violation  of 
the  U.  S.  Warehouse  Act.     Each  was  fined  $100. 

The  case  was  investigated  by  C.  B.  Burns,  in  charge  of  the  India^ 
apolis  office.  Warehouse  Division. 

The  two  elevator  officials  were  charged  with  unlawfully  removing  from 
the  company's  licensed  warehouse  53,400  bushels  of  corn.  It  was  alleged  that 
the  corn  was  covered  with  warehouse  receipts  deposited  with  a  Cincinnati  bank 
as  security  for  a  $41,000  loan. 

It  is  believed  that  the  two  men  had  figured  the  drop  of  1930  would 
cause  a  drop  in  corn  prices  and  they  sold  the  corn  short.  Instead  the  market 
advanced  and  in  an  effort  to  cover  their  margin  requirements  they  removed 
corn  from  the  warehouse  sold  it  and  discounted  the  drafts  of  the  purchasers. 
The  company  went  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver  after  the  shortage  of  corn  in 
the  warehouse  was  discovered. 

Assistant  U.  S.  Attorney  Harry  Abrams  informed  the  court  that  the 
warehouse  receipts  had  been  cancelled. 

LARGE  ATTENDANCE  AT  WESTERN 
OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE. 

One  hundred  delegates  attended  the  annual  regional  outlook  confer- 
ence for  the  western  States  at  Salt  Lake  City,  July  27-30,  H.  M.  Dixon  re- 
ported upon  his  return  to  the  Bureau  on  Monday.  The  four-day  sessions  were 
devoted  to  long-time  outlooks  and  agricultural  adjustments.  Special  atten- 
tion was  given  to  the  drouth  situation  and  low  prices  in  the  short-time 
outlook  discussions.  A  large  part  of  the  discussions  centered  on  extension 
methods.  The  committees  did  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  in  assembling  in- 
formation. Special  drouth  and  agricultural  adjustment  committees  were  ap- 
p  ointed,  v/hich  made  recommendations  for  the  guidance  of  the  Bureau  and  the 
States  in  connection  with  emergency  drouth  studies  to  be  undertaken  in  the 
near  future. 

MANY  ATTEND  COTTON  CLASSING 
SCHOOL  IN  ARKANSAS. 

Fifty  farmers,  bankers,  ginners,  merchants,  and  cotton  buyers  at- 
tended the  second  annual  Cotton  Classing  School  at  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
July  6  to  18,  conducted  by  the  Agricultural  Extension  Service  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Arkansas  in  cooperation  v;ith  the  Mid-South  Cotton  Growers'  Asso- 
ciation and  this  Bureau.  Four  hours  each  day  were  devoted  to  cotton  classing 
under  the  direction  of  Ben  I.  Busby  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing, 
this  Bureau,  and  Ben  F.  Phillips,  cotton  classer  of  the  American  Cotton 
Cooperative  Association. 

In  addition  to  the  cotton  classing  work,  about  three  hours  each  day 
were  devoted  to  a  lecture  program  consisting  of  talks  and  discussions  on 
various  production  factors  as  they  affect  grade  and  staple,  and  on  various 
economic  phases  of  cotton,  including  the  cotton  outlook,  marketing,  financ- 
ing, etc.  Practically  all  of  those  present  remained  for  the  full  time,  and 
many  expressed  a  desire  to  attend  next  year  should  another  school  be  held. 
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POST  OFFICE  COMPLAINS  OF  INDISTINCT 
ADDRESSES  ON  ENVELOPES. 


Difficulty  in  reading  mimeographed  addresses  on  envelopes  contain- 
ing mail  of  the  Bureau  is  being  experienced  by  the  Post  Office  Department. 
This  indictinctness  in  addresses  is  due  in  many  instances  to  improper  ink- 
ing of  addressograph  machines,  and  the  Business  Manager  suggests  that  field 
offices  give  particular  attention  to  this  matter  and  take  greater  precaution 
to  have  addresses  plainly  legible  on  all  mail  which  they  send  to  their 
correspondents .

TEMPORARY  CLERK  HIRE  IN  FIELD 

OFFICES  MUST  BE  AUTHORIZED. 


On  account  of  reduced  Federal  receipts  from  various  sources  and 
the  resultant  U.  S.  Treasury  deficit,  all  Federal  Departments  are  being 
requested  to  make  material  reductions  in  their  respective  expenditures 
for  the  current  fiscal  year.  In  order  to  accomplish  the  necessary  savings 
in  operating  expenses,  it  has  become  imperative  to  scrutinize  very  closely 
all  costs. 

Among  the  items  of  expense  which  amount  to  appreciable  figures  in 
the  course  of  a  year  is  temporary  clerk  hire.  Due  to  the  existing  finan- 
cial emergency,  therefore,  definite  advice  will  be  required  by  their  Wash- 
ington headquarters  from  all  officers  in  charge  of  work  outside  of  Washing- 
ton, where  such  offices  employ  two  or  more  clerks  or  where  two  offices  with 
one  clerk  apiece  are  located  in  adjoining  and  connecting  rooms,  that  it  will 
be  impossible  at  any  time  during  the  year  to  handle  the  current  work  without 
additional  help  for  leave  purposes,  before  temporary  employment  will  be 
authorized. 
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BUREAU  BREVITIES^ 

RURAL  STANDARDS  OF  LIVING,  a  selected  bibliography,  compiled  by 
Miss  Louise  0.  Bercaw,  junior  librarian,  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Mary 
G.  Lacy,  librarian  of  this  Bureau,  has  just  been  released  as  Miscellaneous 
Publication  No.  116.  This  bibliography  contains  references  to  books, 
pamphlets,  and  periodical  articles,  dealing  with  the  rural  standard  of 
living.  The  subject  has  many  ramifications  and  is  of  interest  not  only 
to  the  rural  sociologist  but  to  the  home  economist,  the  extension  worker, 
and  others.  The  bibliography  is  limited  to  the  rural  field  with  probably 
two  or  three  exceptions,  such  as  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor  Statis- 
tics' studies  of  the  cost  of  living  in  the  United  States  and  the  standard 
of  living  of  employees  of  a  large  motor  company  in  Detroit,  which  have  been 
included  for  comparative  purposes.  E.  L.  Kirkpatrick,  of  the  University 
of  Wisconsin,  is  credited  with  giving  advice  in  the  selection  of  material 
to  be  included  and  with  reading  the  manuscript. 

U.  S.  STANDARDS  FOR  TABLE  GRAPES  (1931),  drafted  with  especial  refer- 
ence to  California  grapes,  are  defined  in  a  recent  mimeograph  release  of 
the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables. 

FLOUR  MILLING  AND  BREAD  MAKING,  Agricultural  Economics  Bibliography 
No.  2,  Supplement  (USGSA-GI-27)  is  a  selected  list  of  references  compiled 
by  Miss  C.  Louise  Phillips,  Grain  Investigations,  Grain  Division,  in  cooper- 
ation with  the  Bureau  Library.  This  bibliography  supplements  the  one  is- 
sued June,  1927,  and  covers  the  period  from  that  date  to  April,  1931.  In 
addition  to  books  and  pamphlets  it  includes  publications  issued  by  the  State 
experiment  stations  and  articles  published  in  various  periodicals.

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TENTATIVE  GRapgS  FOR  SLAUGHTER 

HOGS  ISSUED  FOR  TRA.DING  PURPOSES, 


As  a  result  of  a  rather  long-time  demand  from  the  various  trade  in- 
terests, the  Bureau  has  issued  tentative  U.  S.  standards  for  classes  and 
grades  of  slaughter  barrows  and  gilts.  Considerable  study  has  been  given 
to  the  subject  of  standards  for  slaughter  hogs  by  the  livestock  marketing 
specialists  of  the  Bureau.  Earlier  this  year  a  draft  of  such  standards 
vas  furnished  to  the  various  interested  groups  in  the  livestock  industry. 
Criticisms  and  suggestions  were  requested. 

Based  upon  suggestions  received  and  after  several  meetings  between 
representatives  of  the  Institute  of  American  Meat  Packers,  the  National 
Livestock  Marketing  Association,  and  this  Bureau,  agreement  on  these  standards 
was  finally  reached.  The  grades  decided  upon  are  Choice  Meat  (Type),  Choice 
Fat  (Type),  Good,  Medium,  and  Cull.  Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the 
weight  classifications  v/hich  have  been  used  in  the  livestock  market  reporting 
work  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool. 

Descriptions  of  the  grades  have  been  mimeographed  and  distributed  to 
various  interests,  including  agricultural  colleges,  livestock  associations, 
meat  packers,  and  others,  who  have  been  asked  for  criticisms  and  suggestions. 

The  Bureau  believes  that  the  marketing  of  slaughter  hogs  on  the  basis 
of  definite  standards,  uniformly  applied,  is  advantageous  to  producers,  dis- 
tributors, and  packers.  The  standards  nov^  recommended  for  use  are  tenta- 
tive. Further  study  of  their  practicability  will  be  continued  by  the  Bureau, 
and  modification  may  be  made  as  experience  indicates  the  desirability  of 
such  action. 

JULY  A  RECORD  MONTH  IN  NUMBER 
OF  GRAIN  APPEALS  HANDLED. 
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During  the  month  of  July  the  Kansas  City  Federal  Grain  Supervision 
Office  handled  8,741  appeals  on  wheat,  most  of  which  was  taken  out  of  the 
elevators.  This  is  believed  to  be  an  all-time  record  for  grain  supervision 
in  the  number  of  appeals  handled  in  any  one  month.  The  office  force,  supple- 
mented by  one  clerk  and  four  supervisors  from  other  offices,  worked  the  entire 
month,  from  7:00  a.m.  to  8:00  an€  9:00  p.m.,  and  during  this  period  not  a 
single  complaint  was  received  from  the  trade.  Considerable  work  was  done  on 
Sundays.  Other  southwest  offices  (St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  and  Wichita,  Kans.)  like- 
wise during  the  month  had  a  record  for  the  number  of  appeals  for  those  of- 
fices, St.  Joseph  handling  2,178  and  Wichita,  1,400  appeals.

TWO  BASKET  COMPANIES  FINED 

UNDER  STANDARD  CONTAINER  ACT. 


The  Wm.  E.  Asplin  Basket  Co.,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  the  Rocky  River 
Basket  Co.,  Rocky  River,  Ohio,  have  recently  pleaded  guilty  to  a  violation 
of  the  U.  S.  Standard  Container  Act  of  1928.  Each  company  was  fined  $10.00 
and  costs  by  Judge  S.  H.  West.  Decrees  of  condemnation  and  forfeiture 
were  also  filed  July  28  by  the  United  States,  providing  for  the  destruction 
of  the  illegal  baskets  seized  in  these  cases,  which  numbered  approximately 
twenty  dozen  and  seventy  dozen  respectively. 

The  two  companies  were  charged  with  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
two-quart  diamond  weave  baskets  which  are  illegal  under  the  Standard  Con- 
tainer Act  of  1928. . 

NEW  PROCEDURE  FOR  HANDLING 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  REQUISITIONS. 

In  an  effort  to  expedite  the  handling  of  the  increased  volume  of  work, 
the  Photographic  Laboratory  will  hereafter  issue  all  photographic  requisitions 
in  duplicate.  Following  the  procedure  of  the  Addressing,  Duplicating,  and 
Mailing  Section  of  the  Division  of  Publications  of  the  Department,  a  numbered 
copy  of  each  order  will  be  returned  to  the  requisitioner,  so  that  he  may 
refer  to  the  order  number  when  inquiring  about  his  work. 

An  order  has  been  placed  with  the  Government  Printing  Office  to  have 
future  lots  of  requisitions  perforated,  so  that  a  carbon  paper  can  be  slipped 
between  the  two  blanks  and  a  duplicate  made.  In  addition  to  facilitating  the 
handling  of  the  work,  this  procedure  will  enable  the  Photographic  Laboratory 
to  give  any  information  desired  about  a  particular  order,  when  a  requisition 
number  is  furnished.  Until  the  new  supply  of  perforated  blanks  is  received, 
two  of  the  present  supply  of  blanks  should  be  made  out  and  furnished  the 
Laboratory  when  requesting  photographic  work. 
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AN  EDITOR  BELIEVES 

IN  OUTLOOK  REPORTS. 

Evidence  of  the  growing  appreciation  of  the  Bureau's  outlook  reports 
is  the  increasing  space  devoted  to  them  by  the  press.  This  is  especially 
true  of  rural  newspapers  and  journals,  which  are  printing  not  only  the  re- 
ports themselves  but  editorials  calling  attention  to  the  value  of  this 
information  and  the  necessity  of  farmers'  putting  it  into  use.  A  recent 
striking  editorial  of  this  nature  is  the  following,  quoted  from  THE  INDEPEN- 
DENT, of  Elizabeth  City.  N.  C. : 

"My  lachrymose  glands  refuse  to  function  in  behalf  of  our  farmers 
who  have  lost  heavily  on  this  season's  Irish  potato  crops.  I  read  the  sad 
story  of  market  returns  that  will  not  net  them  the  cost  of  their  seed,  their 
fertilizer,  their  barrels,  their  barrel  covers  and  the  cost  of  drayage. 
Nothing  for  their  labor,  nothing  for  interest  and  taxes, 

"But  my  tears  refuse  to  flow  when  I  look  back  of  these  depressing 
figures.  Government  and  marketing  experts  went  out  their  way  last  winter 
and  spring  to  warn  the  farmers  in  Virginia,  the  Carolinas,  Georgia.  Florida, 
Alabama  and  Mississippi  against  heavy  plantings  this  year.  The  growers 
were  told  exactly  what  to  expect  from  potatoes  this  year.  Experts  begged 
them  to  curtail  their  acreage.    But  the  growers  would  not  listen." 

THE  CHEAPER  METHOD  OF  TRANSPORTING 
HOUSEHOLD  GOODS  IS  REQUIRED. 

When  an  employee  is  transferred  from  one  station  to  another,  and 
his  household  goods  are  moved  at  Government  expense,  the  Bureau  is  required 
by  the  General  Accounting  Office  to  show  that  the  cheaper  method  of  transpor- 
tation is  being  used,  that  is,  whether  it  is  cheaper  to  have  the  goods  packed 
and  transported  by  rail  or  all  the  way  through  by  closed  motor  van.  In 
making  the  comparison  it  has  been  customary  for  the  division  offices  to 
estimate  the  drayage  charges  at  the  receiving  end.  There  has  been  an  in- 
stance recently  where  the  employee  concerned  has  been  called  upon  by  the 
General  Accounting  Office  to  obtain  quotations  on  drayage  charges  at  the 
receiving  end.  It  developed  that  the  amounts  quoted  by  three  firms  were 
much  lower  than  the  amount  estimated  by  the  division  office  in  submitting 
the  bids,  indeed  much  lower  than  is  ordinarily  charged  for  this  work.  Con- 
sequently the  employee  in  question  has  been  called  upon  to  pay  the  difference 
between  the  cost  of  hauling  by  through  motor  van  and  what  it  would  have  cost 
if  the  goods  had  been  handled  by  rail. 

For  the  protection  of  employees  against  such  contingencies  in  the 
future,  division  offices  are  asked,  when  submitting  their  bids,  to  furnish 
in  addition  to  the  weight  of  the  goods  and  the  rail  rate,  actual  quota- 
tions on  the  hauling  charge  at  the  receiving  end. 

It  is  believed  that  it  will  be  satisfactory  if  these  quotations 
are  obtained  by  telephone  and  a  statement  in  writing  submitted,  showing 
the  names  of  the  firms  canvassed  and  the  amounts  quoted.  This  can  be  taken 
care  of  by  the  employee  himself  if  he  is  already  at  his  new  station;  if  not, 
the  quotations  should  be  obtained  by  the  man  in  charge  of  the  station  and 
transmitted  to  the  Washington  division  office. 
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REPORT  OF  LIVE  OAK ,  FLA . . 
TOBACCO  JUBILEE. 

The  following  report  of  the  Live  Oak,  Florida,  Tobacco  Jubilee  was 
made  by  E.  D.  McDowell,  marketing  specialist,  who  supervises  the  Bureau's 
tobacco  grading  work  in  the  field.  Mr.  McDowell  officially  represented  the 
Department  at  the  Jubilee  in  Live  Oak  where  the  grading  service  was  operated 
last  year. 

'"The  Jubilee'  was  held  in  one  of  the  warehouses  here.  There  were 
6,000  or  more  people  present  and  the  temperature  must  have  been  around  120 
degrees  inside  the  building  where  we  did  the  speaking,  but  everything  passed 
off  very  nicely.  Every  body  got  hot  and  the  speakers'  platform  on  which  I 
was  standing  at  the  time  the  Beauty  Queen  of  the  Live  Oak,  Florida,  Tobacco 
Jubilee  was  being  crowned  suddenly  broke  down  as  the  queen  was  being  seated 
on  the  throne  and  the  beautiful  crown  of  golden  tobacco  leaves  of  Type  14 
was  being  placed  on  the  beautiful  head  of  said  queen.  The  platform  certainly 
went  down  with  a  'bang'  which  made  the  twenty  of  us  on  it  a  bit  nervous  as 
well  as  the  balance  of  the  audience  of  6,000  on  the  outside  looking  in  on 
the  flaxon-haired  Florida  queen.  This  sudden  'shake  up'  caused  the  presi- 
dent of  the  y/oman's  club,  of  rather  mature  age,  to  drop  the  gold  coin  which 
was  to  be  awarded  to  the  queen  through  one  of  the  cracks  in  the  broken 
platform.  *  *  *  As  there  were  boys  and  more  boys  of  the  ice  cream  soda  age 
crowded  around  that  wrecked  platform,  an  effort  was  mc.de  and  festered  by 
the  president  of  the  woman's  club  to  treat  the  fact  that  there  was  a  lost 
gold  coin  somewhere  nearby  or  under  that  wreck  of  a  platform  strictly  confi- 
dential. The  secret  evidently  leaked  out  for  I  am  informed  that  at  the 
present  writing  no  trace  of  the  prized  prize  money  had  been  found.  At 
the  beginning  of  my  address  on  yesterday  I  made  the  remark  that  the  Depart- 
ment had  probably  chosen  me  to  address  them  on  the  subject  of  tobacco  due 
to  my  long  and  varied  experience  in  that  commodity,  and  incidently  that 
my  fondness  of  barbecue  and  beautiful  southern  girls  might  have  leaked  out 
in  the  Washington  office,  causing  this  favor  to  be  conferred  on  me.  Well 
that  was  all  right  until  later,  being  a  stranger  to  all  of  the  beautiful 
queen  contestants  the  job  of  being  one  of  the  three  beauty  judges  was  thrust 
upon  me.  After  a  most  careful  decision  was  reached  by  the  three  of  us, 
from  the  glances  cast  upon  me  by  the  eight  girls  who  did  not  get  in  the 
money  (before  it  was  lost)  you  would  have  thought  I  was  chairman  of  the 
judge  committee  *  *  *."

The  Washington  office  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  was  thrown 
into  gloom  on  the  morning  of  August  6  upon  learning  of  the  death  by  drowning 
of  Parlay  P.  Garden,  one  of  their  members.  The  tragedy  occurred  the  evening 
before  while  Mr.  Garden  was  swimming  in  the  Potomac  River  about  a  mile  above 
Cabin  Johns,  Md.  It  is  believed  that  he  suffered  an  attack  of  cramps  and 
v/ent  down  before  his  friends  could  come  to  his  rescue.  His  body  was  not 
recovered  until  Friday  morning,  August  7,  vv'hen  the  local  branch  of  the  Mormon 
Church,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  took  it  in  charge  and  assumed  the  responsi- 
bility of  sending  it  to  his  father  in  Chandler,  Ariz. 

Mr.  Garden  was  a  member  of  the  Bureau  only  a  short  time,  having  been 
appointed  June  1  as  junior  cotton  technologist.  He  came  to  the  Division  of 
Cotton  Marketing  from  the  Experimental  Station  of  the  University  of  Arizona 
where  he  had  been  employed  in  experimental  work  in  cotton.

Contrasts  give  spice  to  life.  A  little  better  than  a  week  ago  when 
the  "America"  docked  at  New  York  it  was  so  sizzling  hot  -  by  contrast  only  - 
that  my  ambition  to  tell  you  something  about  my  trip  sank  to  the  zero  point. 
But  now  it  is  different  ~  perhaps  a  little  matter  of  adjustment  -  and  my 
desire  to  give  a  few  of  the  high  lights  in  my  three  months  abroad  reasserts 
itself.  It  was  a  trip  of  high  and  wide  contrasts  -  London  fogs  to  balmy 
Mediterranean  breezes  -  quaint  English  cockney  to  bewildering  Slavic  tongues 
-  hectic  wheat  conferences  to  peaceful  dairy  congresses  -  distressed  wheat 
producers  to  prosperous  dairymen.  The  European  mosaic  is  fascinating  and 
also  puzzling,  but  we  must  know  it  to  understand  the  many  things  that  take 
place  under  our  very  eyes.

First  of  all  we  were  plunged  into  the  London  World  Wheat  Conference.  r

Before  we  left  home  there  were  no  illusions  as  to  what  might  be  accomplished.  ^ 
All  of  the  important  v/heat  exporting  countries  participated,  representing  a  ^  ^ 

large  share  of  the  world's  wheat  production.    The  delegates  from  these  coun- 
tries cams  to  the  conference  bent  on  lifting  wheat  out  of  its  present  morass       ^  ^ 
of  demoralized  prices.    They  had  a  plan  -  the  export  quota  plan  -  to  restrict       3  " 
the  quantities  of  wheat  which  each  country  might  place  upon  the  world  market.  ^ 
All  our  efforts  were  directed  at  committiiig  the  American  delegation  to  this       §  °  ^ 
proposal  in  principle.    There  was  no  apparent  disposition  to  consider  seri-       "*    5*  c 
ously  the  economic,  legal,  administrative,  and  other  problems  that  inhered       •   ro  ^ 
in  the  plan.     As  you  know,    the  American  delegation  from  the  very  outset       o ^ 
refused  to  enter  upon  the  suggested  agreement.  ^ 
The  first  London  conference,  however,  was  not  altogether  fruitless.  h. 
In  its  final  act  it  arranged  for  the  appointment  of  a  standing  committee  to 
formulate  plans  for  the  establishment  of  a  clearing  house  of  information  on  ^ 
wheat.     This  standing  committee  met  at  London  in  the  second  week  of  July. 
It  submitted  to  the  respective  Governments  recommendations  for   the  estab- 
lishment of  an  international  wheat  information  service.    This  proposal  pro- 
vides for  the  establishment  of  a  standing  committee  to  represent  the  v/heat 
exporting  countries  and  a  small  secretariat  at  London.     Its  functions  are 
to  be  informational  and  not  advisor^^n  character.    It  is  to  operate,  as  far 
as  possible,  through  existing  official  and  nonofficial  agencies  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  work,  and  is  meant  to  serve  importing  as  well  as  exporting 
countries.     It  is  intended  that  this  service  shall  promote  the  improvement 
of  world  statistics  on  wheat  and  better  and  more  general  interpretation  of 
such  data,  as  well  as  the  general  distribution  of  such  material.  Beyond  that 
it  is  the  thought  that  it  might  serve  as  a  medium  through  v/hich  the  several 
nations  may  obtain  information  helpful  in  appraising  and  developing  their 
production  and  marketing  policies.    This  service,  if  approved  by  the  respec- 
tive governments,  should  be  an  additional  means  of  strengthening  and  broaden- 
ing world  information  regarding  wheat  and  thus  help  provide  the  facts  re- 
quired by  the  several  countries  in  making  production  and  marketing  adjust- 
ments.    The  attitude  taken  by  the  Russian  delegates  in  both  of  these  con- 
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ferences  is  significant.  There  is  no  disposition  on  their  part  to  recognize 
that  wheat  had  been  overproduced  and  that  there  was  need  of  production 
adj  ustments . 

Between  the  May  and  July  wheat  conferences  I  sandwiched  in  my  visits 
to  the  foreign  service  offices.  No  other  part  of  the  European  trip  fascin- 
ated me  so  much.  Our  foreign  representatives  are  on  the  firing  line  and  are 
doing  yeomen  service.  Competition  in  agricultural  production  is  apparent  on 
every  hand.  Measures  of  one  kind  or  another,  to  exclude  outside  competitors, 
crop  up  almost  daily.  In  the  circumstances  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance 
to  American  farmers  that  these  foreign  outposts  keep  them  currently  advised 
of  all  significant  developments. 

At  the  outset  some  time  was  spent  with  the  two  oldest  offices  of  the 
service,  the  London  office,  with  Mr.  Foley,  agricultural  attache,  in  charge, 
and  the  Berlin  office  which  is  directed  by  Mr.  Steere,  the  agricultural 
attahe  at  that  point.  The  London  office  is  watching  closely  developments 
in  the  world's  greatest  markets  for  agricultural  products.  Its  staff  recent- 
ly has  been  materially  reenforced.  Mr.  Motz  is  in  close  touch  with  the  fruit 
markets  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Continent;  Mr.  Reed  is  reporting  on  wool  and 
livestock  competition  and  demand,  and  Mr.  Shollenberger  is  watching  develop- 
ments as  they  affect  the  outlet  for  our  wheat  and  other  grains.  Mr.  Whitlock 
is  making  rapid  progress  in  his  study  of  barley  market  conditions  and  expects 
to  complete  it  i^  somewhat  shorter  time  than  originally  planned.  When  visit- 
ing English  marketp  one  cannot  but  be  impressed  with  the  intensity  of  the 
competition  we  must  meet.  The  South  African  fruit  producers,  for  example, 
are  laying  down  fruit  in  the  London  markets  which  compares  favorably  with 
our  own  in  quality  and  price. 

The  Berlin  office  covers  all  of  northern  Europe,  excluding  the  British 
Isles,  and  is  also  the  outpost  from  which  we  obtain  much  valuable  information 
regarding  Russia.  This  office  is  watching  closely  the  conditions  affecting 
the  outlet  for  American  products  in  Northern  Europe  and,  in  addition,  is 
giving  much  attention  to  competition  in  agricultural  production.  Mr.  Steere 
and  Mr.  Christy,  the  new  assistant  agricultural  commissioner  at  that  point, 
are  now  busily  engaged  in  further  developing  the  crop  forecasting  work  of 
that  office.  It  is  from  this  vantage  point  that  Mr.  Hutson,  the  tobacco 
specialist  of  the  service,  is  surveying  and  reporting  on  European  competition 
in  tobacco.  At  the  present  time  Mr.  Hatson  is  working  with  several  of  the 
foreign  offices  in  building  up  their  current  reporting  services  on  tobacco. 

Two  new  offices  have  recently  been  established  in  Europe  -  one  at 
Belgrade  for  the  Balkans  and  the  other  at  Marseilles  covering  southwestern 
Europe  and  a  considerable  part  of  the  Mediterranean  Basin.  Mr.  Michael,  the 
agricultural  attache  in  charge  of  the  Belgrade  office,  and  Mr.  Gibbs.  as- 
sistant agricultural  commissioner,  are  now  busily  engaged  in  developing  the 
crop  reporting  service  for  the  Balkan  countries.  This  section  of  Europe, 
of  course,  is  of  greatest  interest  to  American  agriculture  as  a  competing 
area  and  emphasis,  accordingly,  is  placed  upon  the  competition  that  comes 
from  this  section  of  Europe.  To  quite  an  extent  this  is  true  also  of  the 
Marseilles  office,  of  which  Mr.  Nielsen,  agricultural  commissioner,  is  in 
charge.  Mr.  Nielsen's  force  has  just  recently  been  strengthened  by  the  addi- 
tion of  Messrs.  Mallory  and  Bauer.  They  are  watching  closely  tendencies  in 
the  production  of  fruits,  nuts,  wheat,  and  other  competing  products  in  the 
Mediterranean  Basin. 
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A  special  phase  of  the  foreign  service  is  that  conducted  by  Mr.  Ring- 
land  of  the  Forest  Service.  His  job  is  to  observe  and  report  on  forestry 
development  in  the  European  field  which  may  be  helpful  to  us  in  shaping  our 
forestry  policies.  His  work  is  being  closely  coordinated  with  that  of  the 
Bureau's  foreign  offices. 

The  foreign  service  of  the  Bureau  is  not  altogether  new  but  in  recent 
months  it  has  materially  expanded.  Members  of  the  field  force  of  the  foreign 
agricultural  service  I  am  sure  sense  the  importance  of  their  job  as  outposts 
of  American  agriculture  and  are  bending  every  effort  to  render  effective 
service  despite  the  huge  territories  that  must  be  covered  and  their  relative- 
ly limited  resources.  This,  of  course,  would  apply  as  well  to  our  offices 
in  South  America,  South  Africa,  Australia,  and  China,  but  I  am  now  merely 
recording  first-hand  observations  which  I  made  this  summer. 

The  International  Dairy  Congress  at  Copenhagen  and  the  tour  through 
Denmark  brought  my  European  trip  to  a  close.  Mr.  Reed,  chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Dairy  Industry  of  this  Department,  was  chairman  of  the  American  delegation 
and,  as  such,  left  no  stone  unturned  to  make  this  trip  worth  while  for  the 
American  delegates.  The  conference,  itself,  was  interesting  and  enlightening 
and  the  hospitality  of  the  Danes  was  well-nigh  overwhelming.  Most  interest- 
ing of  all,  however,  was  the  intimate  view  which  we  had  of  Danish  agriculture 
and  life.  In  the  face  of  dire  necessity  the  Danes  have  developed  a  highly 
organized  and  successful  agriculture.  We  were  impressed  with  the  high  qual- 
ity and  uniformity  of  their  dairy  cattle  and  hogs,  the  care  and  success  with 
which  they  produce  their  products,  the  extent  to  which  they  have  organized 
themselves  cooperatively  to  effect  every  economy  and  advantage  in  production 
and  marketing.  Perhaps  no  phase  of  Danish  life  was  more  interesting  to  me 
than  their  folk  high  schools.  These  schools  are  a  product  of  the  farm  people 
themselves,  initiated  and  supported  in  the  main  by  Danish  farmers.  They  do 
not  stress  technical  agricultural  subjects  in  their  courses,  but  rather  the 
more  cultural.  History,  literature,  music,  and  art  predominate  in  their 
work.  Their  influence,  I  believe,  can  be  seen  in  the  tendency  everywhere  to 
beautify  and  enrich  Danish  farm  life.  The  flower  garden  was  ever  present 
and  the  artistic  sense  was  reflected  in  the  interior  decoration  of  the  home. 
There  were  evidences  of  prosperity  on  every  hand  and  yet  the  Danish  farmers 
are  now  also  feeling  the  pinch  of  competition.  Complaints  of  low  bacon  and 
butter  prices,  high  taxes  and  other  costs,  were  very  general,  but  they  are 
resolved  to   face   fearlessly  this  competition  and  win  in  the  race  ahead. 

There  are  many  other  things  I  might  tell  you  regarding  agricultural, 
economic,  and  political  conditions  in  Europe,  but  we  can  visit  about  them 
better  as  we  meet.  The  trip  impressed  upon  me  as  never  before  the  importance 
of  knowing  what  is  going  on  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  We  are,  of  course, 
but  part  and  parcel  of  a  world  economy  and  of  necessity  are  affected  by  what 
takes  place  elsewhere.  My  outlook  and  vision  were  broadened  by  this  trip, 
and  I  hope  that  each  and  everyone  of  you  may  some  day  have  an  opportunity  to 
see  something  of  Europe.

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MR.  WILLINGMYRE_ACCEPTS 

POST  IN  CUSTOMS  BUREAU. 

George  T.  Willingmyre,  in  charge  of  wool  standardization  and  market- 
ing investigations,  has  tendered  his  resignation  to  accept  the  position  of 
administrator  of  wool  in  the  Bureau  of  Customs,  Treasury  Department,  effec- 
tive September  1.  He  will  act  as  technical  consultant  to  Capt.  F.  X.  A. 
Eble,  commissioner  of  customs.  He  will  supervise  customs  activities  con- 
nected with  the  classification,  appraisement,  and  grading  of  imported  wool 
for  duty  purposes,  secure  a  proper  administration  of  all  provisions  of 
law  relating  to  the  importation  of  wool,  supervise  all  laboratory  tests 
pertaining  to  v/ool,  and  instruct  and  assist  customs  employees  at  the  several 
ports  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  importation  of  v/ool. 

Mr.  Willingmyre  became  associated  with  the  wool  industry  in  1897  and 
has  been  a  wool  buyer,  broker,  and  merchant,  in  addition  to  his  work  with 
the  Government.  He  was  with  the  Canadian  Government  from  1913  to  1916  as 
wool  specialist  for  the  Dominion.  In  that  period  he  established  Canadian 
wool  grades  and  terminology,  investigated  marketing  and  grading  methods, 
and  put  into  operation  the  plan  of  marketing  and  grading  which  are  being 
followed  today.  He  organized  the  first  Canadian  wool  cooperative  and  the 
other  associations  of  this  kind  that  were  established  from  Ontario  to  the 
Pacific  Coast. 

In  1917  Mr.  Willingmyre  entered  this  Department,  in  the  former  Bureau 
of  Markets,  as  wool  specialist.  He  has  been  active  in  organizing  and  build- 
ing up  the  wool  marketing  section.  Under  his  direction  there  have  been 
established  wool  standards  and  wool  top  standards,  and  tentative  standards 
both  for  wool  length  and  for  mohair  have  been  developed.  Other  phases  of 
the  work  for  which  he  is  largely  responsible  are  the  wool  market  reporting 
service  at  Boston  and  the  weekly  wool  import  statistical  service  at  Boston. 
Philadelphia,  and  New  York.  Mr.  Willingmyre  has  served  as  consultant  and 
adviser  in  technical  wool  matters  with  other  Government  and  outside  agencies. 
He  has  been  chairman  of  the  Interdepartmental  Wool  Committee  and  the  Inter- 
departmental Mohair  Committee. 

Mr.  Willingmyre  leaves  many  warm  friends  in  the  Bureau,  who  join  in 
wishing  him  success  in  his  new  field  of  work. 

PROCURING  ADDRESSOGRAPH  ACCESSORIES 
AND  SUPPLIES  BY  FIELD  OFFICERS. 

The  Business  Office  calls  attention  to  the  large  savings  which  can  be 
made  by  field  officers  by  taking  advantage  of  the  prices  of  addressograph 
accessories  and  supplies  as  listed  in  the  General  Schedule  of  Supplies.  The 
Addressograph  Company  advises  that  its  branch  offices  will  fill  orders  at 
contract  prices,   regardless  of  the  size  of  the  order. 

A  number  of  bills  have  been  submitted  to  Washington  for  payment  where- 
in the  prices  charged  for  alloy  B  plates  with  cards  were  $3.00  per  hundred 
and  over,  whereas  the  current  contract  prices  for  such  plates  with  cards  are 
$2.43  per  hundred  delivered  in  the  Northern  and  Southern  Zones  and  §2.48 
per  hundred  delivered  in  the  Western  Zone.  Hereafter,  all  addressograph  ac- 
cessories and  supplies  for  the  field  should  be  procured  under  the  contract 
with  the  Addressograph  Company,  unless  a  savings  can  be  made  by  procuring 
them  from  another  source.  Vouchers  covering  plates  should  show  whether  alloy 
plates  were  purchased.  If  articles  on  contract  with  the  Addressograph  Com- 
pany are  not  purchased,  an  explanation  should  accompany  the  voucher.  Pur- 
chases made  locally  other  than  on  contract  will  be  subject  to  disapproval 
in  the  Washington  office  unless  there  is  a  satisfactory  reason  therefor. 
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WORK  AT  DEPARTMENT'S  GINNING 

LABORATORY  INTERESTS  PUBLIC. 

Delta  Day,  August  11  this  year,  attracted  to  the  Delta  Experiment 
Station,  Stoneville,  Miss.,  an  attendance  of  approximately  2500  people, 
principally  Delta  planters,  overseers,  and  their  families.  The  occasion 
offered  an  opportunity  to  see  the  Department's  experimental  cotton  ginning 
laboratory,  in  the  work  of  which  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  and 
this  Bureau  are  cooperating,  and  no  small  part  of  the  interest  of  the  day 
centered  here.  The  laboratory  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  Department's  im- 
portant contributions  to  Southern  agricultural  research.  It  is  designed  to 
study  the  fundamental  principles  in  ginning  technique  and  is  well  equipped 
with  all  types  of  ginning  machinery  and  cleaners,  with  seed  cotton  driers, 
and  with  a  machine  shop. 

Dr.  A.  F.  Woods,  director  of  scientific  work  of  the  Department,  the 
first  speaker,  gave  an  address  on  "The  Place  of  Research  in  Agriculture;" 
S.  H.  McCrory,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering,  discussed 
the  subject,  "The  Work  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering  in  the 
Cotton  Ginning  Laboratory";  and,  representing  this  Bureau,  A.  W.  Palmer 
addressed  the  meeting  on  "The  Contribution  of  Fiber  Studies  to  Better  Gin- 
ning," and  Dr.  R.  W.  Webb  discussed  some  of  the  results  of  the  work  at  the 
ginning  laboratory  during  the  last  year.  The  talks  made  by  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Department  were  received  with  apparent  appreciation  and  special 
interest  was  shown  in  the  fiber  analyses  as  applied  to  experimental  ginning 
which  Dr.  Webb  described.

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FARM  MANAGEMENT  AND  HOME  ECONOMIC 

SURVEY  IN  GRAYSON  COUNTY,  VIRGINIA. 

The  field  work  of  a  farm  business  and  home  economic  survey  of  338 
farms  and  farm  families  in  the  Elk  Creek  and  Wilson  Magisterial  Districts 
cf  Grayson  County,  Virginia,  has  just  been  completed.  The  study  is  a  co- 
operative project  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Agricultural  Economics  with  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Virginia  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station.  H.  W.  Hawthorne  has  been  in  charge  of  the  field  work  of 
this  Bureau. 

The  area  under  study  is  in  the  Appalachian  Highland  region.  About 
one-half  of  the  farms  are  strictly  mountain  farms  and  the  other  one-half 
locally  classed  as  valley  farms.  Some  of  the  larger  farms  have  fairly 
large-sized  businesses,  carrying  50  or  more  head  of  beef  cattle  -  in  a 
few  instances  more  than  100  head  -  while  many  of  the  smaller  valley  farms 
and  most  of  the  mountain  farms  have  small-sized  businesses  -  often  less 
than  10  acres  of  crops,  one  or  two  cows,  a  few  ewes,  two  to  three  pigs  for 
meat,  and  25  to  50  chickens. 

Detailed  analyses  of  the  farm  management  data  will  be  made  by  the 
Department  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  the  Virginia  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station  and  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  of  this  Bureau, 
and  analyses  of  the  cost  of  living  and  other  data  by  the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Home 
Economics  and  the  Department  of  Home  Economics  of  the  Virginia  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station. 

In  addition  to  the  local  applications  and  value  of  the  data  ob- 
tained from  this  study,  they  will  be  further  useful  in  connection  with  the 
Southern  Appalachian  Mountain  study,  which  is  now  under  way  in  cooperation 
with  several  bureaus  of  this  Department  and  with  several  of  the  States 
within  the  Southern  Appalachian  Mountain  region. 

PROCEDURE  TO  INSURE  RECEIPT  OF 

PERIODICALS  BY  FIELD  OFFICES. 

In  order  to  insure  the  receipt  of  periodicals  by  field  offices  for 
which  annual  subscriptions  are  placed,  the  Business  Office  outlines  the 
following  procedure: 

Field  offices  should  advise  the  Washington  office  promptly  if  per- 
iodicals for  which  subscriptions  have  been  placed  are  not  received.  When 
periodicals  are  ordered  to  be  delivered  to  field  offices  a  copy  of  the  order 
is  sent  to  the  office  for  receipt  and  return,  the  same  as  for  supplies  and 
equipment.  The  order  specifies  the  name  of  the  periodical  and  the  period 
to  be  covered.  With  few  exceptions  this  period  coincides  with  the  fiscal 
year.  The  receipt  is  to  be  returned  when  the  first  issue  for  the  period  is 
received.  If  the  first  issue  or  issues  are  not  received,  but  a  subsequent 
issue  is  furnished,  this  fact  should  be  mentioned  in  the  receipt  so  that 
the  publisher  may  be  called  upon  at  once  to  furnish  the  missing  issues . 
The  field  offices  should  note  carefully  the  duration  of  the  subscription 
period  and  notify  the  Washington  office  promptly  if  any  issue  during  the 
period  fails  to  arrive. 
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TENTATIVE  STANDARDS  FOR  HOGS  TO  BE 
EXHIBITED  AT  IOWA  STATE  FAIR. 

An  excellent  opportunity  will  be  afforded  the  Bureau  to  acquaint 
producers  with  our  new  tentative  standards  for  hogs  at  the  Iowa  State  Fair, 
which  will  be  held  late  this  month  and  early  in  September,  in  Des  Moines. 
Officials  of  the  Iowa  State  College  and  the  Iowa  Livestock  Marketing  Asso- 
ciation have  requested  W.  0,  Eraser,  in  charge  of  the  Des  Moines  office  of 
the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  to  assist  them  in  the  preparation 
and  presentation  of  an  exhibit  of  these  grades.  The  plan  is  to  select 
live  hogs  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Iowa  Packing  Company,  representative 
of  the  different  classes  and  grades,  for  exhibit  purposes;  in  addition 
posters,  charts,  and  other  material  will  be  used.  Mr.  Eraser  will  assist 
in  the  selection  of  the  hogs  and  the  preparation  of  the  exhibit,  and  he  or 
some  other  member  of  his  office,  will  spend  some  time  each  day  at  the  fair 
explaining  the  different  features  of  the  exhibit.

Regular  reports  will  ^ 
be  issued  weekly  through  the  press,    radio,   by  mail,   and  other  agencies,      o ^ 
Special  reports  will  be  furnished  as  conditions  justify.     No  information     *  ® 
which  the  Bureau  releases  will  disclose  the  names  of  buyers  or  sellers,  or 
the  identity  of  the  livestock,  or  the  immediate  locality  in  which  the  trans-  »^ 
actions  are  made.     The  reports  will  summarize  and  analyze  the  transactions  '  ^ 
in  well  defined  areas,  such  as  the  San  Pete  area  in  Utah,  southern  Idaho,  • 
southwestern  Montana,  etc. 

This  service  will  be  conducted  by  men  v/ho  are  not  only  familiar 
with  the  livestock  production  and  marketing  practices  in  these  areas  but 
are  livestock  market  reporters  of  long  experience.  Elmer  Lende  and  James  L. 
Patterson,  with  hesdquarters  at  Ogden,  will  direct  the  work  in  the  inter- 
mountain  region.  E.  T.  Forsling,  who  will  be  in  charge  of  a  new.  office  at 
Casper,  Wyo.,  will  conduct  similar  work  in  the  eastern  half  of  Wyoming. 
The  field  and  distances  to  be  covered  are  so  great  that  the  success  and 
usefulness  of  the  service  will  be  governed  in  large  measure  by  the  degree  of 
cooperation  received  from  the  leaders  in  the  livestock  industry,  v/hose  active 
cooperation  has  been  earnestly  solicited  by  the  Bureau. 


BUREAU  SERVICES  DISCUSSED  AT 

AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE  EDITORS'  MEETING . 


The  Bureau  editors.  Miss  Caroline  B.  Sherman  and  Miss  Catherine 
M.  Viehmann,  who  attended  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Convention  of  the  American 
Association  of  Agricultural  College  Editors,  August  10-14,  at  Oregon  State 
College,  Corvallis,  give  an  interesting  account  of  the  proceedings  of  that 
meeting  in  a  letter  to  Mr.  Marquis,   from  which  the  following  is  quoted: 
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"Our  Bureau  was  well  represented  in  the  Department's  exhibit.  In 
discussions,  the  graphic  circular  on  land  utilization  and  Agricultural 
Economics  Literature  have  come  in  for  especially  favorable  comment.  Please 
tell  Miss  Lacy  to  be  prepared  for  applications  to  enter  her  mailing  list  *  *  *. 

"The  Division  of  Economic  Information  is  represented  by  two  leaflets 
in  the  Department's  exhibit  and  one  member  on  the  resolutions  committee. 
Its  voice  was  also  heard  in  a  valiantly  loyal  if  not  robustly  enthusiastic 
defense  of  the  use  of  charts  in  publications  and  lectures  —  with  citation 
of  the  purchase  demand  from  States  as  indication  that  they  are  not  as  un- 
popular and  as  over-used  as  many  of  the  editors  seemed  inclined  to  think. 
Simplification  of  charts  was  urged  by  the  group.  Later,  in  his  talk  on 
Information  Mediums  for  Campaign  Use,  Mr.  Brigham  (Federal  Extension  Serv- 
ice) mentioned  again  our  Economic  Chart  Service. 

"In  his  Presidential  speech  Mr.  Price  (Virginia  Polytechnic  Insti- 
tute) broke  away  from  his  notes  to  say  that  at  least  his  institution  was 
thoroughly  sold  as  to  the  emphasis  that  should  be  placed  on  agricultural 
sconomics  activities  and  material,  that  it  was  in  insistent  demand  through- 
out the  State,  but  that  he  felt  much  progress  was  needed  in  bridging  the 
gap  between  the  material  as  usually  available  and  the  information  as  needed 
by  the  farmers.  He  particularly  urged  an  increased  effort  to  make  the  out- 
look work  easily  grasped  by  farmers.  Mr.  Kirkwood  (Minnesota  College  of 
Agriculture)  reported  that  agricultural  economics  material  'goes  over'  in 
Minnesota  better  than  any  other  subject." 

FIRST  TOBACCO  MARKET  NEWS 

SERVICE  IS  ESTABLISHED. 

Tobacco  price  information  on  a  quality  basis  is  being  gathered  and 
distributed  for  the  first  time  by  the  Tobacco  Section  of  this  Bureau. 

The  first  report  was  issued  from  Douglas.  Georgia,  on  July  28,  the 
opening  date  of  the  Georgia  markets.  On  August  4,  the  first  report  on  South 
Carolina  tobacco  was  issued  from  Lake  City,  S.  C.  Since  the  opening,  the 
daily  reports  from  the  local  tobacco  news  offices  at  these  two  points  have 
been  carried  in  most  of  the  daily  and  weekly  newspapers  circulated  in  the 
tobacco  districts. 

New  requests  for  the  tobacco  reports  are  being  received  daily  from 
farmers,  buyers,  warehousemen,  bankers,  extension  workers,  and  others  in- 
terested in  the  marketing  of  tobacco.  Price  information  is  being  compiled 
at  the  local  offices  on  a  grade  basis  by  using  copies  of  warehouse  tickets 
from  lots  of  tobacco  that  have  been  officially  graded  and  sold  at  auction. 
All  other  reliable  market  information  that  can  be  gathered  in  the  type  area 
is  being  included  in  the  daily  reports. 

Mr.  Wilkinson,  who  has  recently  returned  from  a  trip  to  Georgia 
and  South  Carolina,  states:  "The  market  news  work  is  being  eagerly  received 
by  everyone  interested  in  tobacco  marketing.  The  local  buyers  are  keenly 
interested  and  after  the  second  day  found  it  convenient  to  be  near  the  tobac- 
co news  office  about  the  time  the  report  was  to  be  issued,  so  as  to  be  amon^ 
the  first  to  get  one.  The  general  question  being  asked  by  practically 
everyone  who  read  the  report  in  the  mimeographed  form  or  in  the  papers  was. 
'Why  hasn't  the  Government  done  this  before?'" 
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A  tobacco  news  service  for  Eastern  North  Carolina  will  be  opened  at 
Farmville,  North  Carolina  on  September  1;  for  the  middle  belt  flue-cured 
tobacco,  at  Oxford,  North  Carolina,  on  September  22,  and  for  the  old  belt 
flue-cured  tobacco  of  western  North  Carolina  and  Virginia,  at  South  Boston, 
Virginia,  on  September  29.  These  five  points  will  reflect  the  general  market 
trend  for  the  entire  flue-cured  district,  which  represents  over  fifty  per 
cent  of  the  American  production  of  tobacco  on  the  basis  of  the  Department's 
estimate  of  the  1930  crop. 

The  location  of  tobacco  market  news  points  for  other  types  has  not 
been  determined. 

BANK  CREDIT  TO  FARMERS 
SUBJECT  OF  STUDY. 

The  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance  is  conducting  a  study,  under 
the  direction  of  D.  L.  Wickens,  of  credit  extended  to  farmers  by  commer- 
cial banks.  This  study  will  go  into  mortgage  and  short  time  credit  of 
such  institutions,  interest  rates,  the  purposes  of  loans,  and  the  amount 
and  conditions  of  agricultural  loans  as  compared  with  other  loans.  Informa- 
tion in  this  connection  will  be  gathered  for  the  entire  country. 

STUDY  OF  MINERAL  RESOURCES 

OF  THE  COUNTRY  HAS  BEGUN. 

As  authorized  in  Senate  Resolution  377,  passed  February  26,  1931, 
work  has  been  started  on  a  study  of  the  mineral  resources  of  the  country 
as  related  to  farm  lands,  both  as  to  the  extent  and  the  value  of  such 
resources  as  a  farm  asset.  Dr.  W.  A.  Hartman,  of  the  Division  of  Land 
Economics,  left  Washington  August  24  for  Oklahoma,  Texas,  New  Mexico,  Kansas, 
Louisiana,  Arkansas,  and  Mississippi  to  confer  with  State  and  other  public 
officials  of  oil  and  gas  producing,  distributing,  leasing  and  pooling  cor- 
porations, and  other  agencies,  from  whom  he  will  obtain  information  necessary 
in  determining  the  extent  and  value  of  oil  and  gas  resources  as  related  to 
farm  lands  in  the  United  States.  He  will  be  engaged  on  this  work  in  the 
field  about  six  weeks. 

Such  findings  as  are  made  will  be  reported  to  the  Senate  with  recom- 
mendations for  any  legislation  which  may  be  deemed  practicable  and  desirable 
to  encourage  cooperation  among  farmers,  with  a  view  to  the  more  efficient 
use  of  such  resources  as  assets.  The  Division  of  Land  Economics  has  been 
assigned  the  task  of  preparing  a  preliminary  report  to  present  to  the  next 
session  of  Congress. 

NEW  GRADING  WORK 

COMES  TO  THE  BUREAU. 

The  Washington  office  of  the  canned  goods  inspection  project  of  the 
Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  is  swamped  with  the  grading  of  canned 
fruits  and  vegetables  incident  to  the  opening  of  the  quarterly  bids  for  the 
Veterans  Bureau,  the  mid-summer  bid  being  the  one  which  involves  contracts 
for  the  largest  quantities  of  canned  foods.  This  work  has  heretofore  been 
handled  by  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration. 
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WESTERN  RADIO  BROADCASTS  WELL  RECEIVED 
IN  INITIAL  SIX-MONTHS  PERIOD. 


An  interesting  summary  in  mimeographed  form,  of  the  Western  Farm 
and  Home  Broadcasts  of  the  Department,  for  the  six-months  period  Janu- 
ary 1-July  1,  1931,  has  been  released  by  R.  H.  Lamb,  Western  program  di- 
rector. The  summary  shows  that  the  Bureau  leads  all  other  branches  of 
the  Department  in  the  total  number  of  speakers  (127)  and  total  number  of 
minutes  on  the  air  (713)  .  In  the  number  of  broadcast  periods  used  we  follOT? 
the  Weather  Bureau  with  117  as ~ against  126. 

Mr.  Lamb  includes  with  the  summary  excerpts  from  25  representa- 
tive letters  from  the  radio  audience,  which  indicate  that  the  programs  are 
highly  instructive  and  entertaining  and  are  much  appreciated. 

FINDINGS  IN  TWO  P.  A.  C.  ACT 

COMPLAINTS  ISSUED  BY  SECRETARY. 

The  Secretary  has  issued  his  findings  in  two  complaints  under  the 
Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act.  The  complaint  of  E.  G.  Porter  of 
Caywood,  N.  Y. ,  against  J.  Thomas  Burnett,  Richmond.  Va. ,  and  the  counter- 
complaint  of  Mr.  Burnett  against  Mr.  Porter  were  both  held  in  Richmond. 
The  findings  were  in  favor  of  Mr.  Porter,  the  Secretary  ordering  that  Mr. 
Burnett  make  reparations  in  the  sura  of  $127.55  and  that  the  facts  of  the 
case  be  published. 

In  the  second  case,  0.  N.  Harsha,  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and 
Vegetables,  filed  a  complaint  against  the  Richmond  Fruit  and  Produce  Com- 
pany of  Richmond,  Va. ,  for  an  alleged  violation  of  the  Act  through  failure 
to  keep  such  records  as  truly  and  accurately  disclosed  transactions.  The 
Secretary  found  this  company  guilty  and  ordered  the  facts  to  be  published.

STUDYING  THIS  WINTER? 

Eighty-four  members  of  this  Bureau  enrolled  in  the  Graduate  School  of 
the  Department  last  year.  Classes  this  year  will  open  with  the  week  begin- 
ning October  19,  according  to  the  announcement  of  Dr.  A.  F.  Woods,  Director 
of  Scientific  Work  and  Graduate  School.  As  formerly,  they  will  be  held 
in  the  Department  buildings  and  will  convene  at  4:40  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  the  students  can  assemble.  Tuition,  payable  in  advance,  is  $25  for  two 
semesters,  or  $15  for  the  first  semester  and  $10  for  the  second. 

Three  of  the  subjects  included  in  the  courses  this  year  will  be 
given  by  members  of  this  Bureau.  They  are:  Business  Cycles  in  Relation 
to  Agriculture  (year),  L.  H.  Bean,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Histori- 
cal Research;  History  .of  American  Agriculture  (year),  Everett  E.  Edwards, 
Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research;  Elementary  Statistical 
Methods  (year),  C.  M.  Furves,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Re- 
search, and  F.  J.  Hosking,  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed.  Credit  for 
graduate  work  will  be  given  for  the  first  two  of  these  courses;  for  the 
third,  credit  for  undergraduate  work  will  be  given. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  following  graduate  courses  are 
offered:  Advanced  Organic  Chemistry;  Control  of  Plant  Diseases;  "Phase 
Rule";  Catalysis;  Plant  Genetics;  Advanced  Course  in  Statistics  for  Biologi- 
cal Workers;  Scientific  Instruments  and  Their  Use;  The  Population  of  the  Soil 
and  Its  Significance;  Advanced  Statistical  Methods;  Plant  Anatomy;  Photo- 
Chemical  Reactions  in  Biological  Phenomena.  Those  courses  offering  credit 
for  under-graduate  work,  in  addition  to  the  one  mentioned  above,  are:  Glass 
Blowing;  Systematic  Botany;  Economic  Entomology  and  Insect  Ecology;  Editing 
Manuscripts  on  Agriculture,  Home  Making,  and  Related  Subjects;  Scientific 
French;  Intermediate  Scientific  German;  Elementary  Russian;  Advanced  Rus- 
sian; Spanish  I  and  II.

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HERE  AND  THERE. 

Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge.  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical 
Research,  will  represent  the  Bureau  at  round-table  conferences  on  agricul- 
tural economic  policy  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  September  7,  8,  and  9. 

W.  A.  Sherman  and  R.  R.  Pailthorp,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables, 
attended  last  Saturday  the  picnic  given  by  former  Governor  Harry  F.  Byrd. 
This  is  an  annual  affair  which  is  attended  annually  by  anywhere  from  500 
to  2000  fruit  growers  and  shippers.  The  former  Governor  always  arranges  to 
have  an  important  horticulturalist  on  the  fruit  growers  program,  with  speak- 
ers of  national  as  well  as  local  prominence.  Mr.  Pailthorp  discussed  the 
U.  S.  grades  for  apples. 

That  the  relationships  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and 
Wool  with  producers  and  th©  livestock  industry  in  general  are  stronger  than 
ever  before,  is  the  feeling  of  C.  V.  Whalin,  who  returned  last  week  from  an 
extended  official  trip.  Mr.  Whalin  reports  that  he  v/as  much  gratified  to 
find  that  the  division's  services  are  being  used  with  greater  understanding 
and  appreciation,  and  more  consistently,  than  at  any  time  since  they  have 
been  established. 

Charles  Donald  Jackson  has  been  appointed  as  agricultural  economist 
in  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  and  will  report  for  duty  September 
1.    He  will  assist  with  the  taxation  work.    Mr.  Jackson  holds  the  degrees  of 
B.  S.  and  M.  B.  A,  from  Northwestern  University,  and  M.  A.  from  Harvard.  He 
was  employed  in  studies  in  agricultural  history,  in  the  Division  of  Statisti- 
cal and  Historical  Research,  this  Bureau,   from  March,   1923,   to  September, 
1924.    He  taught  statistics  at  Radcliff  College  during  the  school  terras  from 
1925  to  1927;  in  the  summer  of  1927  he  taught  statistics  at  Harvard  College, 
and  during  the  fall  quarter  of  that  year,   the  principles  of  economics  at 
Standford  University.     Mr.  Jackson  has  also  pursued  industrial  studies  for 
the  Capper  Producers'  Tax  Committee  and  for  the  New  York  Telephone  Company, 
in  addition  to  other  economic  studies. 

Gunther  Leopold,  of  Berlin,  Germany,  is  spending  a  month  in  the  United 
States  studying  the  question  of  standardization  of  farm  products  as  establish- 
ed and  supervised  by  this  Bureau.  Mr.  Leopold  is  a  student  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Berlin  and  has  been  sent  to  this  country  to  prepare  a  thesis  on  this 
subject  at  the  instance  of  Dr.  Brandt,  who  spent  considerable  time  in  the 
Bureau  last  year  and  the  year  before.  The  interest  in  standardization  in 
Germany  has  been  developing  rapidly  during  the  last  two  years.  To  some  ex- 
tent it  is  the  result  of  the  recommendations  of  the  American  Commission  on 
German  Agriculture,  appointed  in  1928,  which  prepared  a  report  on  standard- 
ization,   Mr.  Marquis  was  a  member  of  this  Commission. 

L.  H.  Bean,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  has 
been  selected  as  the  representative  of  the  Department  to  present  material 
on  the  agricultural  situation  at  hearings  to  be  held  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  in  Chicago,  August  31,  in  connection  with  the  railroads' 
request  for  a  15  per  cent  increase  in  freight  rates. 

Fall  will  doubtless  claim  its  quota  of  eligibles  from  the  Bureau. 
The  first  sign  is  the  announcement  received  by  the  friends  of  L.  D.  Howell, 
of  the  Washington  office.  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  of  his  approaching 
marriage  to  Miss  Blanche  Bacon  of  Lubbock,  Texas.  The  wedding  will  take 
place  September  3,  at  First  Presbyterian  Church,  Lubbock. 

Frank  George,  Division  of  Economic  Information,  who  has  been  on  leave 
in  Maine,  was  called  to  New  York  State  on  August  18  on  account  of  the  death 
of  his  father.    His  co-workers  are  sincerely  sorry  for  his  loss.

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MR.  HOBSON  ACCEPTS  PROFESSORSHIP 
AT  UNIVERSITY  OF  y/ISCONSIN. 

Asher  Hobson,  in  charge  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  Division, 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  has  resigned  effective  August  31,  to  be- 
come Professor  of  Agricultural  Economics  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin, 
where  he  wil  give  special  attention  to  international  agricultui-al  relations 
and  marketing. 

Mr.  Hobson  has  been  connected  with  various  projects  of  this  Depart- 
ment since  1914,  and  for  two  years,  1919-20,  he  was  assistant  chief  of  the 
Office  of  Farm  Management.  In  October,  1928,  he  was  appoihted  by  the  Presi- 
dent as  permanent  American  delegate  to  the  International  Institute  of  Agri- 
culture at  Rome,  Italy.  He  served  in  this  capacity  until  August,  1929, 
when  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  joined  the  staff  of  the  Giannini 
Foundation  in  Agriculture,  University  of  California,  as  Economist.  He  was 
called  to  Washington  by  the  Federal  Farm  Board  to  serve  as  expert  on  a  com- 
mittee which  assisted  in  planning  for  the  expansion  of  the  foreign  agricul- 
tural work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Department  of  Commerce. 
In  April,  1930,  the  University  of  California  granted  him  a  leave  of  absence 
to  assume  charge  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  Division  of  this  Bureau. 
During  the  last  year  and  a  half  he  has  been  actively  engaged  in  establish- 
ing new  outposts  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  at  Belgrade,  Yugo- 
slavia; Buenos  Aires,  Argentina;  Sidney,  Australia;  Cairo,  Egypt;  Kobe, 
Japan;  and  Pretoria,  South  Africa.  Mr.  Hobson  represented  the  United  States 
at  the  Fifteenth  International  Congress  of  Agriculture,  held  at  Prague, 
Czechoslovakia  in  July. 

Mr.  Hobson  was  especially  popular  and  had  many  close  friends  in  the 
Bureau  who  sincerely  regret  to  see  him  go.  They  wish  him  much  happiness 
in  his  new  work. 

BEEF  GRADES  EXCITE  INTEREST 
AT  AMERICAN  FAIR. 

Commercial  grading  of  beef,  an  exhibit  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics,  was  brought  within  close  range  of  the  public  by  a  display  of 
fresh  cuts  of  loin  and  rib  beef,  stamped  with  the  official  grading  stamp,  at 
the  American  Fair  at  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.  The  Fair  closed  August  26  after 
running  a  month. 

These  beef  cuts  were  shipped  in  a  refrigerated  motor,  on  a  twice-a- 
week  schedule,  from  Philadelphia,  sixty  miles  distant.  They  were  displayed 
in  a  large  glass  case,  chilled  by  electric  refrigeration.  Butchers  evinced 
a  decided  interest  in  the  exhibit.  Housewives,  whom  the  exhibit  was  in- 
tended largely  to  benefit,  likewise  were  among  the  many  close  observers. 
Frequent  inquiries  were  made  as  to  the  purpose  of  the  service  in  practice. 
Many  copies  of  Department  Leaflet  No .  67,  Beef  Grading  and  Stamping  Service, 
were  distributed  daily  to  Fair  attendants. 
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HI-LIGHTS  OF  THE  AWPJAL  AMERICAN 

COUNTRY  LIFE  CONFERENCE  AT  ITHA.CA  ■ 

More  than  800  people  from  39  different  States  vrere  present  at  the 
various  sessions  of  the  Fourteenth  Annual  American  Country  Life  Confer- 
ence, according  to  Dr.  T.  B.  Manny,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population 
and  Rural  Life,  who  represented  this  Bureau.  Students,  representing  local 
organizations  in  16  States  affiliated  with  the  American  Country  Life  Asso- 
ciation, totaled  well  over  100  in  number.  In  this  forceful  way,  the  in- 
terest of  farmers  and  others  concerned  with  rural  affairs  was  demonstrated 
in  the  central  theme  of  the  conference,  namely  Rural  Government. 

Prominent  speakers  at  the  general  sessions  included  Governor  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt,  former  Governor  Frank  0.  Lowden,  Dr.  Liberty  Hyde  Bailey,  and 
Dr.  Kenyon  L.  Butterfield.  Many  others  contributed  through  the  six  Forum 
groups,  each  of  which  met  four  times  and  each  took  up  some  more  specialized 
phase  of  the  subject. 

While  these  conferences  never  pass  resolutions,  some  pretty  well- 
defined  trends  of  thought  were  developed  during  the  meeting.  Among  these, 
the  following  are  more  or  less  related  to  the  work  of  this  Bureau. 

1.  The  mid-west  township  is  an  almost  universally  admitted  failure 
as  a  unit  of  local  self-government  and  has  probably  outlived  what  useful- 
ness it  ever  possessed  in  this  connection. 

2.  County  government  needs  more  centralization  in  the  administra- 
tion of  its  affairs,  preferably  under  an  appointive  manager. 

3.  Consolidation  of  small  counties  and  sparsely  settled  counties, 
or  at  least  inter-county  cooperation  in  the  maintenance  of  necessary  insti- 
tutions and  services  can  effect  considerable  economies  of  operation. 

4.  The  entire  system  of  taxation  needs  re-vamping  so  as  to  spread 
the  burden  more  equitably  among  the  various  sources  of  income,  earning 
power,  and  socially-created  values.  Owners  of  real  property,  especially 
farmers,  are  now  bearing  a  greatly  disproportionate  share  of  the  cost 
of  government. 

5.  A  great  deal  of  basic  research  is  needed  at  every  turn  of  the 
road  in  all  matters  relating  to  rural  government.  Political  scientists, 
as  well  as  workers  at  Agricultural  Colleges  and  Experiment  Stations,  are 
beginning  to  take  more  interest  in  this  subject. 

Other  subjects   that  commanded  a  great  deal  of  attention  were: 

1.  The  use  of  Federal  and  State  grants-in-aid  to  subsidize  rural 
areas  that  are  economically  unable  to  finance  rural  institutions. 

2.  The  re-organization  of  the  rural  school  system  into  larger  and 
more  effective  units. 

3.  The  promotion  of  cooperation  between  town  and  county  in  matters 
of  local  self-government. 

Official  reports  of  the  proceedings,  discussions,  and  addresses  are 
in  process  of  preparation  and  will  be  issued  by  the  American  Country  Life 
Association  as  soon  as  possible. 
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MORE  LIBERAL  USE  OF  "NITE"  DESIGNATION 

ON  DISPATCHES  SUGGESTED  BY  COORDINATOR . 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  Bureau  members  who  have  occa- 
sion to  use  the  Naval  Communication  Service  when  sending  cablegrams,  radio- 
grams, and  telegrams,  the  following  letter  addressed  the  Department  by 
T.  T.  Craven,  Chief  Coordinator,  is  quoted: 

"The  attention  of  heads  of  departments  and  independent  establish- 
ments is  invited  to  Chief  Coordinator's  Bulletin  No.  106,  Section  V,  which 
designates  the  precedence  of  dispatches. 

"The  Navy  Department  reports  that  a  recent  analysis  of  the  traffic 
passing  through  the  Naval  Communication  Service  shows  that  the  "Nite" 
designation  on  messages  is  seldom  used  except  by  the  War  and  Navy  Depart- 
ments and  that  a  more  libei-al  use  of  this  designation  by  departments  and 
establishments  sending  dispatches  which  do  not  demand  immediate  transmittal 
would  materially  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  Communication  Service. 
'Nite'  dispatches  will  invariably  be  delivered  to  the  addresses  prior  to 
9  a.m.  of  the  day  following  receipt." 

HIGH  PRAISE  GIVEN  TO  BUREAU'S  WOMAN 
MARKET  NEWS  REPRESENTATIVE. 

Calling  the  assistance  given  by  Mrs.  Lola  B.  Gerry,  in  charge  of 
the  Spokane,  Wash.,  market  news  office  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vege- 
tables a  "concrete  illustration"  of  hov/  the  work  which  is  being  done  by 
this  Bureau  is  "a  definite  help  to  agriculture,"  Henry  R.  Hobson,  managing 
secretary  of  the  North  Central  Washington  Growers  Association,  Wenatchee, 
Wash. ,  has  expressed  his  appreciation  to  Mr.  Olsen  in  a  letter,  from  which 
the  following  is  quoted:

"The  next  morning,  as  requested,  we  received  a  very  complete  re- 
port which  gave  us  exactly  the  information  we  requested.  With  that  in- 
formation as  authority  we  were  able  to  tell  the  growers  of  the  District 
what  the  actual  facts  are.  We  refrained  from  giving  them  advice  as  to 
when  or  what  price  to  sell.  That  is  for  them  to  decide,  but  they  should 
have  the  benefit  of  such  facts  as  are  available.     *  *  * 

"It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  tell  you  how  promptly  and  consis- 
tently our  requests  to  the  Spokane  office  have  been  filled.  In  behalf  of 
the  growers  of  this  District,  may  we  express  our  sincere  appreciation?"

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EXTENSION  RURAL  SOCICLOGISTS  MEET 

TO  CONSIDER  PROGRAMS  AND  POLICIES. 

Extension  rural  sociologists  from  11  States,  representatives  from 
the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension,  Dr.  T.  B.  ^^anny,  representing  this 
Bureau,  and  several  research  workers  in  the  field  of  rural  sociology, 
met  at  Oglebay  Park,  Wheeling,  W.  Va.,  August  28-30,  to  consider  extension 
programs  and  policies  in  this  field  and  to  look  into  the  question  of  needed 
research  to  make  for  more  effective  extension  activities. 

Dr.  Manny  reports  that  the  extension  sociologists  called  attention 
to  the  lack  of  research  in  fields  in  which  there  are  permanent  extension 
projects,  namely,  membership  problems  of  general  farmers'  organizations; 
in  the  cultural  arts,  such  as  dramatics,  pageants,  music;  coordination  be- 
tween various  local  groups  in  promoting  the  county  agents  and  home  demon- 
stration work;  and  the  training  of  local  leaders  for  all  forms  of  project 
work  and  group  activity.  The  discussion  centered  on  the  need  for  encourag- 
ing farmers  to  think  in  terms  of  groups  in  addition  to  their  own  individual 
situations  and  problems,  and  for  encouraging  other  agencies  working  in  this 
field  to  adopt  a  similar  viewpoint. 

Other  research  projects,  dealing  particularly  with  this  Bureau's 
work,  in  which  this  group  expressed  an  interest,  are  the  technique  of  pre- 
paring and  presenting  outlook  information;  the  movement  of  population; 
rural  social  organization; .  and  the  farmer's  standard  of  living.

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

RURAL  COMMUNITY  FIRE  DEPARTMENTS,  Farmers'  Bulletin  No.  1667,  by 
Wayne  C.  Nason,  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  presents  the 
summarized  results  of  a  field  survey  of  rural  fire  departments  that  serve 
farmers,  especially  those  that  concern  farmers  through  ownership  or  financial 
interest.

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TOBACCO  MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE  AND  GRADE  WORK  OPENED  IN  NORTH  j  :AR0L|NA.

MR.  GOODRICH  REPORTS  ON  PRISON 

FARMS  FOR  REHABILITATION  PURPOSES. 

C.  L.  Goodrich  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs  re- 
turned recently  from  Springfield,  Mo.  ,  where  he  had  been  making  a  study  of 
a  445-acre  farm  £lbout  2^  miles  from  the  center  of  the  city.  This  farm  was 
purchased  by  the  people  of  Springfield  and  presented  to  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Justice  as  a  site  for  a  hospital  for  defective  delinquents. 

Here  will  be  brought  together  those  unfortunate  persons  who,  partly 
or  wholly  because  of  their  physical  and  mental  infirmities  and  defects, 
have  transgressed  our  Federal  law  and  have  become  wards  of  the  Government. 
The  farm  is  well  located  for  such  an  institution,  Mr.  Goodrich  reports. 
There  is  a  fine  outlook  over  the  rolling  farm  country  and  a  fine  grove  of 
several  acres  on  the  place  for  the  recreation  of  the  patients. 

Last  week  Mr.  Goodrich  went  up  to  Lewisburg,  Pa. .  to  look  after  the 
fall  planting  on  the  farm  of  the  Northeastern  Federal  Penitentiary.  About 
120  tons  of  hay  are  already  in  the  barn  and  oats  from  130  acres  and  wheat 
from  50  acres  are  under  cover  and  ready  for  threshing.  There  is  a  good  corn 
crop  yet  to  be  harvested.  The  construction  of  the  prison  buildings  is  pro- 
gressing. 

Mr.  Goodrich's  attention  was  called  particularly  to  the  school  rooms, 
the  library,  and  the  special  quarters  for  honor  prisoners,  which  are  indica- 
tions of  the  methods  that  will  be  employed  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
future  inmates. 

GRADING  WORK  ON  TURKEYS 
EXTENDED  THIS  YEAR. 

Requests  have  been  received  for  schools  to  teach  the  grading  of  tur- 
keys to  be  conducted  in  California.  Oregon,  Idaho,  Utah,  Montana,  Wyoming, 
and  Colox^ado.  It  is  now  planned  to  have  Rob  R.  Slocum  and  T.  W.  Heitz 
conduct  the  schools  beginning  about  October  12.  This  grading  work  is  being 
started  about  ten  days  earlier  than  in  previous  years.  Some  slight  changes 
will  be  made  in  the  turkey  grades  to  be  used  this  year;  turkeys  will  be  graded 
under  the  names  "U.  S.  Special,"  "U.  S.  Prime."  "U.  S.  Choice,"  and  "U.  S. 
Commercial,"  instead  of  "U.  S.  Prime."  "U.  S.  Medium."  and  "U.  S.  Common," 
which  names  were  used  last  year. 

The  Government  grading  service  on  turkeys  is  to  be  employed  this  year 
by  the  Northv/estern  Turkey  Growers'  Association  of  Salt  Lake  City,  which 
will  market  the  turkeys  for  the  cooperative  pools  in  the  Northwestern  States. 
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CORN  BELT  SHOWS  INTEREST  IN 

ECONOMIC  EXTENSION  PROGRAMS. 

Greater  interest  than  ever  is  shown  in  economic  extension  programs, 
not  only  by  crop  and  livestock  specialists  but  by  county  agents  and  workers 
in  other  commodities,  according  to  the  report  by  Dr.  M.  C.  Bond  and  C.  R. 
Arnold  of  the  Agricultural  Economic  Extension  Unit,  who  made  recent  trips 
through  the  Corn  Belt. 

They  met  with  State  economic  and  other  research  workers  to  discuss 
conference  programs  in  advance  of  the  Regional  Conference  to  be  held  at 
Urbana,  111.,  September  16-18.  They  also  discussed  programs  for  individual 
State  work. 

Most  extension  workers  in  the  States  are  attempting  to  adjust  their 
programs  to  meet  the  present  problems  of  farmers,  said  Mr.  Arnold;  and  Dr. 
Bond  reported  that  a  number  of  States  are  making  preparation  to  carry  eco- 
nomic information  from  the  Urbana  Conference  back  to  the  county  agents. 
The  general  plan  is  to  hold  district  meetings  with  the  county  agents  fol- 
lowing the  Regional  Conference  and  to  suggest  methods  of  giving  helpful  in- 
formation to  the  farmers.

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BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

GRADE  AND  STAPLE  OF  LOUISIANA  COTTON,  Crops  of  1928  and  1929,  by 
W.  B.  Lanham  and  J.  L.  McCollura,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  is  a  pre- 
liminary report  presenting  certain  of  the  results  thus  far  obtained  in 
this  study.  The  information  it  contains  was  taken  from  data  gathered  and 
used  by  the  Bureau  in  preparing  estimates  of  the  grade  and  staple  length 
of  cotton  produced  in  the  United  States.  Although  the  data  are  preliminary 
in  that  they  are  subject  to  revision,  they  nevertheless  indicate  signifi- 
cant differences  in  the  grade  and  staple  length  of  cotton  grown  in  the  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  State ;  and  in  the  same  section  in  the  two  years. 

TRUCK  RECEIPTS  OF  FRESH  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES  IN  19  CITIES  During 
1930  is  a  recent  mimeographed  report  of  this  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vege- 
tables. The  figures  given  are  not  considered  complete  but  have  been  secured 
from  the  best  informed  sources  in  order  to  make  available  to  those  inter- 
ested in  the  marketing  of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  some  information  on 
the  volume  of  truck  receipts  in  the  larger  markets.

UNDER  PEPISHABLE  AGPICULTURAL  ACT. 


Changes  in  the  regulations  governing  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act  provide   for  a  shortened  procedure  for  handling  complaints 
under  that  Act.    This  shortened  procedure  may  be  used  in  cases  where  the 
damages   claimed  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $1,000  and  then  only  by  the 
mutual  consent  of  the  parties  concerned. 

Under  this  arrangement,    the  parties  consent  to  the  submission  of 
the  case  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  upon  statement  of  the  facts  and 
supporting  exhibits,    instead  of  going  to  the  trouble  and  expense  of  a 
public  hearing.    Where  the  parties  file  a  waiver  of  this  sort,   the  com- 
plainant has  fifteen  days  in  which  to  file  with  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural   Economics  his   statement   in  support   of  the   allegations  ^ 
of  the  complaint.     A  copy  of  this  statement  is  then  served  on  the  respon-  <^ 
dent,   who  has  fifteen  days  in  which  to  file  his  answer.    This  answer  is 
then  served  on  the  complainant  who  has  five  days  in  which  to  make  his 
reply.     All  statements  must  be  under  oath.     The  Secretary  then  considers 
the  sv;orn  statements,  together  with  the  accompanying  exhibits,  and  enters  p 
findings  of  fact  in  an  appropriate  order  in  the  same  manner  as  if  a  pub-  3- 
lie  hearing  had  been  held.  3 

Submission  of  cases  under  this  procedure  has  several  advantages,  g- 
officials  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  believe.     It  should  ^ 
materially  shorten  the  time  required  to  reach  a  final  decision.    Hereto-  ^ 
fore  where   formal   hearings   have   been   required,    it   has   been   considered  * 
highly  advisable  to  accumulate  a  number  of  cases  so  that  a  suitable  schedule  V 
of  hearings  could  be  arranged  in  the  same  general  territory  and  in  this 
manner  limit  expense.    There  will  be  no  such  delay  in  cases  where  the  part- 
ies waive  formal  hearings  under  the  shortened  procedure  authorized  by  the 
new  regulation.     The  submission  of  cases  by  both  parties  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  regulation  should  also  lessen  the  expense  to  the  parties. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  fruit  and  vegetable  trade  will  make  full  use  of 
this  new  method  and  that  in  this  way  the  work  under  the  Act  may  be  speeded 
up.  It  is  believed  that  those  involved  in  complaints  will  find  it  a  fair, 
speedy,  and  satisfactory  way  of  having  their  differences  adjusted. 


§TyDY_TO_COMPLETE_LIYESTOrK 

AND  MEAT  _  PPICE_SEFIES_BY_GRADgS . 

A  study  of  the  methods,  practices,  and  prices  used  in  the  retailing 
of  meats  by  grades  in  New  York  City  and  Newark  is  being  made  by  Arthur  T. 
Edinger,  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  Division,  The  division  has  been  col- 
lecting retail  meat  prices  by  grades  at  New  York  City,  Chicago,  Boston,  and 
Philadelphia  since  1S20  for  use  in  its  current  studies  of  the  meat  and  live- 
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stock  situations.  Because  of  the  v/idespread  interest  in  the  relationships 
betv;een  livestock  prices,  v/holesale  meat  prices,  and  retail  meat  prices  as 
a  result  of  declining  price  levels,  the  division,  within  the  last  two  years, 
has  been  called  upon  frequently  to  collect  and  publish  facts  on  retail  price 
trends  by  grades  and  shov/  their  relationship  and  ccmparability  to  livestock 
prices  by  similar  grades.  For  this  purpose  its  records  of  retail  prices 
proved  very  valuable. 

Convinced  of  the  soundness  of  this  service  and  of  the  usefulness  of 
the  data  to  the  livestock  and  meat  industries,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  divi- 
sion to  enlarge  and  perfect  the  scope  of  this  feature  both  in  its  service 
and  in  its  research  activities.  Retail  price  information  has  been  mimeo- 
graphed and  released  weekly  since  January,  1931,  and  monthly  since  April, 
1931.  So  much  interest  has  developed  in  this  new  feature  that  the  division 
is  endeavoring  to  establish  a  broader  and  more  truly  reflective  retail  price 
series  by  grades  of  meats.  This  -vcrk  Till  complete  and  correlate  the  price 
series  by  grades  from  the  livestock  markets  through  the  wholesale  and  re- 
tail distributing  channels  to  the  consumer. 

TUFKEY  GRADING_SCHOOL  IN 

PROGRESS  AT  PUEBLO,   COLORADO . 

A  turkey  grading  school  under  the  direction  of  R.  R.  Slocum,  Divi- 
sion of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  will  be  held  at  the  Intermountain 
Poultry  Congress  and  Exposition  at  Pueblo,  Colorado,  September  14  to  19. 
Wide  publicity  has  been  given  the  holding  of  the  school  by  Commissioner 
Tobin  of  the  Colorado  Bureau  of  Markets  and  by  P.  M.  Pierce,  Federal-State 
supervisor  of  turkey  grading  work  in  Colorado,  and  a  large  attendance  of 
turkey  growers,  shippers,  and  handlers,  is  expected.  Plans  are  being  made 
to  hold  other  turkey  grading  schools  in  Colorado  during  October. 

STATISTICIANS  MAKE  COTTON 

EXAMINATIONS  IN  TP'e'fIELD . 

Cotton  field  examinations  to  determine  the  extent  of  boll  weevil 
infestation  and  boll  counts  to  be  used  as  a  check  upon  other  data  concern- 
ing cotton  yields  are  being  made  throughout  the  Cotton  Belt  this  month 
by  Vif.  F.  Callander  and  Joseph  A.  Becker,  Division  of  Crcp  and  Livestock 
Estimates . 

Mr.  Callander  will  be  accompanied  by  V.  C.  Childs  and  D.  A.  McCand- 
liss  through  Texas,  Arkansas,  Oklahoma,  Tennessee,  and  Louisiana;  Mr.  Becker, 
accompanied  by  S.  R.  Newell,  will  work  through  Virginia,  North  Carolina. 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  and  Mississippi.  This  is  the 
fourth  year  this  count  has  been  made  in  the  Cottcn  States,  similar  counts 
having  been  made  in  1928,  1929,  and  1930.  In  this  work,  the  tours  are  made 
by  automobile,  with  stops  each  ten  miles  over  the  area  covered. 

During  the  course  of  the  examinations  Messrs.  Callander  and  Becker 
will  confer  with  Federal  statisticians  in  charge  of  branch  offices  and 
with  cooperating  agencies  regarding  statistical  work  on  cotton.

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BUREAU _.T0  EXHIBIT  AT  NATIONAL 

DAIRY  EXPOSITION  IN  OCTOBER. 

The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  will  bo  one  of  four  bureaus 
of  the  Departisent  which  will  cooperate  in  an  exhibit  at  the  National  Dairy 
Exposition  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  October  10  to  18.  The  other  three  bureaus 
are  the  Bureaus  of  Dairy  Industry,  Home  Economics,  and  Plant  Industry. 
The  progress  of  the  dairy  industry,  its  present  situation,  trends,  and  out- 
look, the  value  of  dairy  products  in  the  diet,  and  many  related  subjects, 
such  as  herd  management,  breeding,  and  feeding  will  be  presented  in  the 
Department's  exhibit. 

One  unit  of  the  exhibition  in  graphic  form  vvill  show  the  outlook 
for  the  dairy  industry,  v/hich  has  been  the  subject  of  special  study  by 
this  Bureau  this  year.  It  illustrates  the  growth  of  dairying  throughout 
the  v*-orld,  and  increased  competition  from  foreign  markets  and  its  rela- 
tion to  American  production.  The  display  also  shows  the  importance  of  a 
domestic  market  to  dairymen  and  the  steady  increase  in  milk  consumption 
which  has  provided  an  outlet  for  the  increased  output  from  American  farms. 
It  also  illustrates  the  extent  to  which  this  expansion  can  be  continued 
without  producing  serious  surplus. 

This  Bureau's  greatly  improved  information  service  on  milk  pro- 
duction and  some  exhibits  will  illustrate  many  of  the  results  of  this 
service. 


POTATO  BUYERS  NEED 

FEDERAL  LICENSES. 

Individuals  or  firms  in  potato  shipping  sections  who  make  arrange- 
ments with  large  handlers  to  work  with  them  either  on  joint  account  or  on 
a  brokerage  basis,  must  obtain  licenses  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act.  The  Solicitor  of  the  Department  has  consist-ently  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the  activities  in  shipping  sections  of  these 
types  of  dealers,  bring  them  under  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

In  handling  of  some  fruits  and  vegetables,  particularly  in  the 
handling  of  potatoes,  the  Bureau  has  found  it  is  the  practice  of  receivers 
speciali25ing  in  the  commodity  and  having  large  outlets,  to  enter  into  ar- 
rangements with  individuals  or  firms  in  shipping  sections  to  represent  them 
in  the  buying,  loading  and  shipping  of  the  commodity.  In  the  handling  of 
potatoes,  it  is  a  frequent  practice  for  these  large  firms  to  employ  such 
individuals  or  firms  either  on  a  brokerage  basis  or  on  a  joint  account 
basis . 

The  impression  has  become  prevalent  among  those  so  employed  that 
their  activities  are  covered  by  the  license  taken  out  by  the  receiving 
firm  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act. 

Salaried  employees  do  not  come  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  If 
a  man  works  for  a  firm  on  a  salary  and  brokerage  combined,  and  the  arrange- 
ment is  such  that  he  is  a  bona  fide  employee,  he  is  not  subject  to  a  li- 
cense. However,  the  arrangement  understood  to  have  been  entered  into  by 
some  firms  whereby  they  pay  buyers  $1.00  a  month  plus  $15.00  a  oar  broker- 
age, is  not  considered  by  the  Bureau  as  constituting  the  buyer  a  bonafide 
employee.  The  facts  regarding  each  such  arrangement  must  be  submitted  to 
the  Bureau  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  buyer  will  require  a  license. 
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GRADED  FRUIT  IN  PORTO  RICO 
IS  BRINGING  A  PREMIUI^. 

A.  S.  Mason,  supervising  inspector  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and 
Vegetables  in  Porto  Rico,  gives  an  interesting  account  of  his  work  on  the 
Island  in  a  recent  letter  from  which  the  follovring  is  quoted: 

"It  will  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  the  average  auction 
price  of  all  grapefruit  for  the  month  of  July,  in  New  York  or  Liverpool,  - 
which  was  packed  xo  the  U.  S.  Standards,  -  -as  32  cents  a  box  higher  than 
the  price  of  stock  that  failed  to  meet  the '  requirements  of  the  grade  or 
that  was  not  packed  according  to  U.  S.  standards. 

"There  will  be  about  three  more  reasonably  heavy  shipments  of  old- 
crop  grapefruit,  after  which  the  new  crop  will  start  to  move  in  consider- 
able volume.  There  are  a  few  shipments  each  week  of  the  new  crop,  but 
active  movement  will  not  occur  until  around  September  1,  at  which  time  the 
shipments  should  increase  to  about  15,000  boxes  a  week. 

"The  quality  of  this  nev/  fruit  is  exceedingly  good;  it  is  clean, 
smooth  and  generally  thin  skinned.  It  will  be  moved  as  fast  as  possible, 
because  this  fruit  is  mostly  large  sized  and,  from  past  experience,  growers 
have  found  that  it  soon  becomes  over-sized  and  nosey.  I  expect  that 
150,000  to  200,000  boxes  of  this  fruit  will  be  shipped  during  the  months 
of  September  and  October. 

"The  original  agreement  entered  into  between  the  Improvement  Com- 
mittee and  the  growers,  for  inspection  of  citrus,  only  covered  inspections 
until  the  first  of  September.  But,  with  one  exception,  every  grower  has 
signified  an  intention  to  continue  with  the  fall  crop.  I  cannot  help  but 
feel  gratified  v/ith  this  attitude  of  the  growers  regarding  inspection  and, 
with  the  exceptionally  good  quality  of  fruit  they  have  this  fall,  I  believe 
that  v;e  shall  accomplish  the  maximum  amount  of  good.    *  ♦  * 

"Citrus  and  vegetable  growers  all  feel  that  there  will  be  suffi- 
cient tonnage  to  warrant  the  continuance  of  inspection  service  here  the 
year  round.  *  *  *"

REGULATIONS  FOR  WAREHLUSEMEN  STORING  DRY  BEANS  in  revised  form  are 
now  available  in  print  as  Service  and  Regulatory  Announcement  130  of  this 
Bureau.     The  text  of  the  Warehouse  Act  appears  undsr  the  same  cover. 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  Governing  the 
Grading  and  Certification  of  Canned  Fruits  and  Vegetables  have  just  been 
released  in  mimeographed  form.

MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE  on  tobacco,  recently  inaugurated,  is  receiving 
much  favorable  attention  by  the  press.  A  Georgia  tobacco  grower  reports 
that  the  tobacco  news  reports  and  grading  service  enabled  him  to  increase 
his  profits  on  his  tobacco  crop  this  year  $300.

LIST  OF  TECHNICAL  WORKERS  IN  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE  and  Out- 
line of  Department  Functions  has  been  issued  for  1931.  Copies  are  being 
mailed  to  field  offices.  Additional  copies  are  available  in  the  Division 
of  Economic  Information  for  distribution  in  Washington. 

OFFICIAL  STANDARDS  FOR  BEANS,  revised  as  of  September  1,  1931,  are 
among  the  recent  multigraphed  publications  of  the  Bureau. 

GRADE  AND  STAPLE  OF  MISSISSIPPI  COTTON  CROPS  of  1928  and  1929  is 
a  preliminary  report  in  multigraphed  form  by  W.  B.  Lanham  and  R.  E.  Betts 
of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing.  The  estimates  presented  are  now 
available  for  only  two  years  and  are  preliminary  in  character  and  subject 
to  revision,  but  the  results  so  far  obtained  seem  worthy  of  consideration, 
as  they  indicate  marked  differences  in  the  grade  and  staple  of  cotton  pro- 
duced in  the  various  areas,  and  in  the  same  area  from  year  to  year.

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PERMANENT  RESEARCH  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDED 
AT  REGIONAL  OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE. 


The  Regional  Outlook  Conference  of  the  Central  States  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  Urbana,  September  16-18,  was  well  attended  and  well  or- 
ganized, according  to  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Statis- 
tical and  Historical  Research,  who  was  one  of  several  representatives  of 
this  Bureau  at  the  meeting.  Other  Bureau  members  in  attendance  were  Mr. 
Englund,  Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and 
Costs,  C.  L.  Harlan  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  and 
H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge,  C.  R.  Arnold,  and  Dr.  M.  C.  Bond  of  the  Agricultural 
Economic  Extension  Unit. 

The  Bureau  men  were  particularly  interested  to  find  that  the  Federd!l 
Extension  Service,  in  arranging  the  program,  had  designated  a  Committee  on 
Research  in  Relation  to  the  Agricultural  Outlook.  That  Committee,  in  making 
its  report,  recommended  the  permanent  establishment  of  such  a  committee, 
consisting  of  representatives  of  the  States  and  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, to  collect  information  as  to  research  in  progress  and  to  make  sug- 
gestions with  reference  to  research  needed  to  be  done  by  the  Department  and 
by  the  States. 

The  two  outstanding  talks  at  the  conference  were  given  by  Dr.  C.  B. 
Smith,  chief  of  the  Office  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work,  on  "The  Future  of 
Economic  Extension  Work,"  and  by  Dean  Mumford,  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 
on  "The  Place  of  Outlook  Work  in  the  Entire  Extension  Program." 

In  addition  to  the  members  of  this  Bureau  and  of  the  Extension  Serv- 
ice, representatives  were  present  at  the  conference  from  the  following 
State  Colleges  of  Agriculture:  Illinois,  Indiana,  lov/a,  Kansas,  PCentucky, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  South  Dakota, 
and  Wisconsin. 
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EMPLOYEES  PUT  OUT  FIRE  IN 

PHOTOGRAPHIC  LABORATORY . 

Monday  afternoon  Joseph  C.  Carter  was  preparing  a  solution  in  the 
Photographic  Laboratory  in  connection  with  photographic  work  v/hen  the  chemi- 
cals with  which  he  was  working  ignited  and  scattered  a  fire  over  one  corner 
of  the  Laboratory.  The  fire  spread  in  the  corner  among  the  materials. 
Mr.  Carter  and  Curtis  L.  Clagett  immediately  tried  to  put  it  out.  Horace  C. 
Wilcox  and  George  Duval,  Jr.,  grabbed  the  two  fire  extinguishers  in  the  cor- 
ridor adj  oining  and  with  the  assistance  of  R.  V.  Rivera  and  others  had  the  flames 
under  control  in  a  few  moments,  some  time  before  the  fire  engines  arrived. 
A  general  alarm  was  rung  in,  since  the  fire  at  first  discovery  appeared 
dangerous  and  threatening. 

Mr.  Carter  in  fighting  the  fire  severely  burned  the  palm  of  his  left 
hand.    He  was  given  first-aid  by  a  fireman  and  then  taken  to  Emergency  Hos-

pital  for  further  treatment.  The  damage  was  principally  to  woodwork  and 
paint  in  the  room  and  was  not  as  serious  as  at  first  appeared. 

P.  A.  C.  ACT  WORKERS  HAVE 
A  BUSY  TWELVE  MONTHS. 

The  records  shov/  great  activity  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act  during  the  last  12  months  v/hen  practically  all  the  actual 
work  of  issuing  licenses  and  handling  complaints  has  been  done.  In  that 
period  16,014  licenses  have  been  issued  and  431  have  been  extended  for 
the  second  year;  $171,690  have  been  collected  in  license  fees;  2,011  com- 
plaints of  alleged  violations  have  been  received,  or  an  average  of  37  com- 
plaints a  week.  Of  these  complaints  1,164  have  been  disposed  of  and  closed, 
leaving  847  cases  pending.  Public  hearings  have  been  held  in  29  cases  of 
the  179  referred  to  the  Solicitor. 

Practically  one-half  of  the  complaints  filed  allege  rejection  with- 
out reasonable  cause;  of  the  remaining  one-half  of  the  complaints,  one-third 
allege  failure  to  deliver  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  sale,  while  two- 
thirds  allege  incorrect  accounting.  Of  the  cases  closed,  amicable  settle- 
ments were  made  of  350  cases,  400  were  either  withdrawn  by  the  complainant 
or  the  complainant  failed  to  reply  to  requests  for  further  information,  and 
84  did  not  fall  under  the  Act.  The  remaining  330  complaints  were  closed 
for  various  reasons,  such  as  no  enforceable  contract,  insufficient  evidence, 
no  violation,  not  good  delivery  on  the  part  of  the  complainant.  Personal 
investigations  have  been  made  in  65  cases. 

Considering  the  vast  amount  of  correspondence  entailed  in  connection 
with  most  of  the  complaints,  officials  of  the  Regulatory  Branch  of  the 
Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  feel  that  a  great  deal  has  been  accom- 
plished with  the  comparatively  small  personnel.  The  volume  of  work  involved 
may  be  more  clearly  visualized  when  it  is  stated  that  each  day  at  least 
400  pieces  of  correspondence  are  filed  and  approximately  100  cases  are  with- 
drawn from  the  files  for  attaching  incoming  correspondence  or  for  follow- 
ing up  for  replies.  A  filing  force  of  four  clerks  handles  this  work  in  ad- 
dition to  their  other  duties  of  keeping  records,  making  cross-index  cards, 
and  furnishing  special  information  requested  by  the  investigators. 

BEEF  GRADING  GAINS 
FAVOR  ABROAD. 

Following  the  lead  of  its  neighbor  on  the  south,  Canada  now  has 
a  successful  beef  grading  service,  as  indicated  by  an  article  in  The  Ameri- 
can Hereford  Journal  of  September  15,  quoted  below.  Pioneer  work  undertaken 
by  the  Bureau  has  also  had  some  followers  in  Great  Britain,  where  they  are 
also  grading  and  stamping  beef  according  to  standards. 

"The  recent  experiment  of  the  Canadian  Department  of  Agriculture 
in  grading  beef  is  meeting  popular  approval  judged  by  the  demand  for  the 
graded  product.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agri- 
culture the  two  top  grades  of  beef  are  marked  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  readily 
recognized  by  the  consumer  even  when  the  carcass  is  cut  into  small  portions. 
The  grade  designations  are  'choice.'"  which  is  indicated  by  a  red  brand, 
and  'good, '  indicated  by  a  blue  brand.  These  brand  marks  are  applied  in 
such  a  way  that  they  look  somewhat  like  red  and  blue  ribbons  running  through 
the  whole  carcass  and  show  on  every  important  retail  cut  when  received  from 
the  store." 
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SEVERAL  P.  A.  C.  ACT  CASES 
BROUGHT  TO  A  CLOSE. 

Several  complaints  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities 
Act  have  recently  been  closed.  In  the  case  of  W.  K.  Morgan  and  Son,  Sea- 
ford,  Del.,  against  the  Altoona  Produce  Co.,  Altoona,  Pa.,  the  Secretary 
ordered  that  the  complainant  is  entitled  to  an  av/ard  of  damages  against  the 
respondent  in  the  total  sum  of  $1,143,34.  The  complainant  sold  the  respond- 
ent on  August  8,  1930,  a  carload  of  tomatoes  at  the  agreed  price  of  $806.30, 
and' on  August  12,  1930,  a  carload  of  cucumbers  at  the  agreed  price  of  $337.04. 
The  cars  were  shipped  from  Westover,  Md.,  to  Altoona,  Pa.,  and  were  accepted 
by  the  respondent,  but  the  purchase  price  thereof  was  not  paid.  The  respond- 
ent claimed  that  the  condition  and  quality  of  the  commodities  purchased  did 
not  comply  with  the  sale  specification. 

W.  R.  Wedrick,  on  July  1,  last,  pleaded  guilty  to  the  charge  of  hav- 
ing violated  the  Produce  Agency  Act  and  was  fined  $100.00  plus  costs  of 
$20.00,  according  to  information  received  from  the  U.  S.  Attorney  for  the 
Northern  District  of  Indiana.  This  case  involved  a  consignment  of  one 
car  of  onions  which  Mr.  Wedrick  handled  on  behalf  of  John  Bera,  North 
Judson,  Indiana,  in  October,  1930.  In  the  account  sales  Mr.  Wedrick  re- 
ported that  the  500  bags  had  been  sold  at  750  a  bag,  whereas,  he  had,  in  fact, 
received  800  a  bag. 

The  Secretary  has  issued  an  order  dismissing  the  complaint  brought 
by  M.  J.  Duer  &  Co.  of  Exmore,  Va.  ,  against  A.  Abeson,  Inc.,  of  Bridge- 
port, Conn.,  alleging  the  sale  by  v.elephone  through  the  complainant's  agent 
of  one  carload  of  U.  S.  No.  1  Cobbler  potatoes,  at  a  cost  of  $3.15  a  barrel. 
Because  of  the  lack  of  evidence  as  to  v/here  the  sale  was  consummated,  and 
what  the  terms  of  sale  were,  the  contract,  if  in  fact  it  can  be  said  that 
any  contract  was  actually  entered  into  by  the  parties,  must  be  governed 
by  the  laws  of  Connecticut.  Under  the  Uniform  Sales  Act,  as  enacted  in 
Connecticut,  contract  to  sell  goods  of  the  value  of  $500  or  upv/ards  is  not 
enforceable  unless  buyer  will  accept  part  of  the  goods  or  gives  something 
in  earnest  or  in  part  payment  or  unless  some  note  or  memorandum  in  writing  is 
signed  by  the  party  to  be  charged  or  his  authorized  agent.  The  confirma- 
ti  on  of  sale  which  the  broker  says  he  mailed  to  the  respondent  was  not 
produced  at  the  trial  nor  was  there  offered  on  its  behalf  any  other  writ- 
ing setting  forth  the  essential  terms  and  conditions  of  such  sale,  as  re- 
quired by  the  Connecticut  statutes.  The  confirmation  of  sale  not  having 
been  produced,  the  Secretary  found  it  impossible  to  say  whether  such  confir- 
mation was  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Connecticut  Statute. 
He,  therefore,  concluded  that  the  claimed  contract  of  sale  is  unenforce- 
able and  ordered  the  complainant's  complaint  dismissed. 

The  hearing  of  this  case  was  held  before  an  examiner  at  Bridge- 
port on  July  6,  1931.  The  respondent  appeared  in  person;  the  complain- 
ant failed  to  appear  either  in  person  or  by  counsel. 

In  the  case  brought  by  the  Department  against  T.  B.  Pearman  &  Co., 
Inc.,  Richmond,  Va.  ,  alleging  a  violation  of  Section  9  of  the  Act,  which 
requires  that  licensees  shall  keep  such  records  as  v/ill  fully  and  cor- 
rectly disclose  all  facts  regarding  the  transaction,  the  Secretary  found 
the  Company  guilty  and  ordered  that  the  facts  be  published  by  the  Bureau. 
The  facts  on  which  the  Department's  complaint  was  made  were  developed  as 
a  result  of  an  investigation  made  of  a  complaint  against  Burton  &  Briel, 
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Inc.,  Richmond,  Va.,  v/hose  license  v/as  revoked  some  time  ago  by  the  Secre- 
tary. T.  B.  Pearman  &  Co.,  Inc.,  purchased  a  carload  of  onions  from  Burton 
&  Briel,  Inc.,  but  failed  and  neglected  to  keep  accounts  and  records  in 
such  form  as  to  show  the  date  or  dates  on  which  the  onions  were  paid  for 
and  failed  correctly  to  disclose  the  actual  transaction  between  the  parties 
respecting  the  payment  made  by  the  respondent  to  Burton  and  Briel,  Inc. 

COTTON  PICNICKERS  (NOT  PICKERS) 
HAVE  A  GALA  SATURDAY. 

On  Saturday,  September  IS,  about  125  people,  members  of  the  Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing  and  their  families,  were  guests  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  G.  S. 
Meloy  at  their  beautiful  country  home. 

During  the  afternoon  the  members  were  entertained  with  tennis,  cro- 
quet, horse-shoe  pitching,  golf,  bridge,  swimming,  and  baseball.  The  ball 
game  between  the  Technological  team  of  Dr.  Webb's  office  and  the  Standards 
team  of  Mr.  Slade's  office  created  considerable  interest.  The  game  was  won 
by  Standards  by  a  score  of  22  to  17. 

After  indulging  in  two  or  three  hours  of  sports  everyone  present 
seemed  to  have  developed  a  rather  hearty  appetite.  This  matter  was  taken 
care  of  by  a  bounteous  picnic  supper  spread  beneath  the  shade  trees  on 
the  spacious  lawn.
